There  being  a  quorum,   the  Commission  proceeded  to  its  formal   business. 

PRESIDENT'S   REPORT 

Opening  for  Arts   Commissioner  -  Litterateur 

President  Swig  stated  that  with  the  resignation  of  Fred  Goerner,  the  Commission 
has   vacant  the  position  reserved  for  the  "litterateur".     She  requested  that 
names  of  candidates  be  submitted  to  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein. 

Election  of  Officers   for  1984 

Commissioner  Swig  reminded  the  Commission  that  election  of  officers  will   take 
place  at  the  February  6  meeting  of  the  Arts  Commission. 

RESOLUTION  No.    1984-1:     Placement  of  Election  of  1984  Officers  on  February  Agenda 

"RESOLVED,   that  election  of  1984  officers  of  the  San  Francisco  Arts 
Commission  shall   be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Commission  of  6  February   1984." 

The  motion  was  MOVED  by  Commissioner  Hanson,  and  SECONDED  by  Commissioner 
Rodriguez,   passing  UNANIMOUSLY. 

Friends  of  The  Arts  -  Consolidated  Fundraising  Effort 

The  Arts  Commission  President  reported  on  the  December  22,    1983,  Roundtable, 
held  at  the  Municipal  Art  Gallery  at  3:30  pm.  which  was  led  by  the  Friends 
of  the  Arts.     The  Friends  announced  that  the  goal  of  $400,000  in  support  of 
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Arts  Commission  programs  and  cash-flow  need  has  been  consolidated.     The  Friends 
will   act  as  a  clearinghouse  for  fundraising.     They  will   seek  funds   for  programs 
of  the  Commission,  assist  the  Commission's  entities  with  separate  grant  proposals, 
and  act  as  fiscal   agent  for  individual  and  consolidated  submissions.     The  Friends 
encouraged  all   persons  connected  with  the  Commission  to  communicate  possible 
funding  sources  appropriate  either  to  the  consolidated  approach  or  to   individual 
programs.     Eight  appointments  had  been  made  with  Bank  of  America,  Crocker  Bank, 
Chevron,  Safeway,   Koret  Foundation,   Levi-Strauss ,  Shaklee,  and  Southern  Pacific 
with  teams  of  Commissioners  and  Friends   to  present  the  Commission's  story. 
Commissioner  Taliaferro  asked  how  the  allocation  of  funds  received  would  be 
decided  and  was  told  that  an  allocations  committee  would  consider  each  need  in  turn, 

Commissioner  Swig  remarked  on  the  warm  and  friendly  atmosphere  at  the  Holiday 
Party  Pot  Luck  following  the  Roundtable  meeting  and  thanked  members  of  the  Friends, 
Commissioners,  and  staff  who  arranged  the  party  and  contributed  food  and  drink. 

Democratic  Convention 

President  Swig  announced  a  meeting  at  the  Moscone  Convention  Center  at  5  pm.  on 

January  10  with  Mayor  Feins tein  and  Roz  Weiner,   Chair  of  the  Convention,  to 

annouce  plans  and  stated  she  would  attend,  asking  for  others  to  join  her  to  see 
how  the  arts  will   play  a  role. 

Arts  Commission  Logo 

President  Swig  reported  on  the  meeting  at  S  &  0  Associates  on  January  6  at  the 
S  &  0  Associates  headquarters,  at  which  the  logo  and  its  various   usages  were 
presented  to  Commissioners  and  staff.     An  assessment  of  the  stationery  needs  of 
the  Commission  is  being  made  so  that  S  &  0  Associates   can  assist  the  Commission 
in  obtaining  in-kind  donations  of  printing  and  paper. 

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Claire  Isaacs  introduced  the  newly-appointed  Assistant  Director, 
Michael   Bell,  and  related  his  qualifications.     She  also  introduced  the  newly- 
appointed  Senior  Accountant,   Raymond  Wong.     She  has   requested  a  reclassification 
from  Clerk  Steno  to  Senior  Clerk  Typist  to  fill    the  Commission  secretary's 
position,  as  the  former  list  has  expired,  and  a  qualified  Senior  Clerk  Typist  has 
been  found.     A  supplemental   appropriation  is  being  processed  for  the  pay  differen- 
tial  of  approximately  $700,   and  the  process  will   take  about  two  months.     An 
appointment  is  expected  sometime  in  February.     She  thanked  the  staff  for 
assisting  with  preparation  of  the  Commission's  minutes  in  the  interim.     The 
contracts  of  Kathryn  Reasoner,  State/Local    Partnership  Coordinator,  and  Nancy 
Wells  London,  Arts  Festival   Director,  passed  Civil   Service  commission  approval. 

Cooperation  with  Police  Department 

The  Police  Department  has   responded  favorably  to  a  request  to  assist  in  locating 
works  of  the  art  collection  at  the  Hall   of  Justice.     Also,   the  Police  Department 
will   help  with  increased  patrols  for  the  "Controversial    Public  Art"  exhibition, 
late  February  through  early  April,  at  the  Arts  Commission  Gallery. 
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Fire  Department  Cooperation  on  Public  Assembly  in  Theatres 

Director  Isaacs  met  with  Fire  Chief  Emmet  Condon  and  Fire  Marshall   Joe  Medina  on 
December  29  to  discuss  cooperation  in  preparing  information  for  the  theatre 
community.     The  Fire  Department  offered  to   pull    together  all    information  on  fire 
and  building  codes   from  various  sources  on  public  assembly  for  audiences  of  300 
and  under.     The  Commission  will   assist  in  making  the  wording  "user- friendly" 
to  the  arts  community,   in  distribution  of  the  printed  materials  and  the  calling 
of  a  seminar  or  workshop.     The  Fire  Department  will    print  the  materials  and  con- 
tribute personnel    to  the  seminar.     The  theatre  community  has  expressed  great 
interest  and  support  in  this   project.     The  Fire  Department  considers   this  may 
be  a  state-wide  model.

Mr.  Asa  Hanamoto  presented  revised  drawings  of  the  Holocaust  Memorial   site. 
The  Civic  Design  Committee  visited  the  site  to  recommend  further  evolution  of 
the  design.     The  plan  and  section  elevation  of  the  site  and  landscaping  were 
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displayed  in  relation  to  the  sculpture.     Revisions   included  increased  curvature 
of  the  area  to  reflect  the  existing  curve  of  the  balustrade.     The  relationship 
of  the  path  to  the  slope  was  studied,   and  the  placement  of  a  low  sloping  curve 
with  foliage  eliminates  the  previous  harsh  effects  of  the  concrete  wall.     Mrs. 
Rhoda  Goldman  explained  that  there  still    is   no  total   agreement  between  the  Parks 
Department,  which  wished  the  foliage  to  be  low  enough  to  permit  some  view  of  the 
sculpture,  and  the  Legion  of  Honor  Board,  which  desired  the  foliage  to  screen 
the  work  1^rom  view  from  the  museum  steps.     She  expalined  that  the  artist,   George 
Segal,  expressed  feeling  comfortable  with  the  solution  proposed.     The  Memorial 
Committee  hopes  to  have  the  work  completed  prior  to  the  Democratic  Convention.

tions and  input  from  the  Department  in  transferring  temporary  personnel    to  perma- 
nent status;  clarification  of  the  affect  of  new  curator  positions   versus  temporary; 
City's  responsibility  for  NAP/NAC  workers  when  they  are  transferred  to  the  private 
sector;  and,  praise  for  the  Arts  Commission's  efforts  to  pull    in  more  Civil 
Service  staff. 


Following  lengthy  discussion  and  clarification,   the  following  resolution  was  moved; 
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RESOLUTION  No.    1984-16:      1984/85  Budget  Request  Allocation

Commissioner  Swig  sug- 
gested that  reasons   for  the  nominations  should  be  spelled  out.     Commissioner 
Duncan  stated  that  service  to  the  Bay  Area  communities   is  an  important  concern 
for  a  municipal   agency.     A  question  was   raised  regarding  posthumous  awards. 

Commissioner  Hanson  suggested  opening  suggestions   for  nominees  to  the  public  at    / 
large.     However,   Commissioner  Rodriguez  felt  this  would  cause  great  pressure  on 
the  Commission,   although  the  awards   should  come  through  the  Commission.     Commis- 
sioner Hanson  stated  this  would  not  transfer  the  final   responsibility.     It  was 
recommended  by  Commissioner  Swig  that  last  year's   format  be  kept  for  1984  and 
that  a  committee  be  set  up  to  develop  guidelines   for  1985.     An  article  in  the 
newspapers  could  also  produce  some  suggestions   for  nominees.     Commissioner 
Vedensky  mentioned  Kurt  Herbert  Adler  as  a  music  nominee. 

Festival    Director  Nancy  London  reported  on  accomplishments   to  date:     visit  with 
Mark  Kasky,   Director  of  Fort  Mason,  establishing  his  concerns   for  1983;   list  of 
programs  being  considered,  including  showcasing  Neighborhood  Arts,   the  26 
California  Arts   Council   Artists-in-Resi  dent  in  San  Francisco,  and  a  public  art 
showcase;  meetings  with  Bruce  Davis,  of  City  Celebration,  and  Kathy  Brew,  of 
KQED  for  expanded  video,   and  with  other  numerous  community  arts  persons 
regarding  various  special   audiences  and  participation  groups;  and  meeting  with 
Keith  Grand  regarding  insurance  from  the  City. 

Airport  Join  Committee:     Dmitri   Vedensky 

Commissioner  Vedensky  reported  on  the  upcoming  South  Terminal  Art  Enrichment 
Program.     He  reported  that  the  Airports  Commission  has   proposed  a  budget  of 
$38  million  for  new  construction  and  additions   to  the  existing  facility.     Out 
of  this  $38  Million,    lH7o  has  been  recommended  for  the  Art  Enrichment  Budget. 
This  would  allow  a  total   Art  Enrichment  budget  of  $570,000,  with  $28,500 
allocated  for  administration  of  the  program.     Mr,   Vedensky  noted  that  the 
Airports  Commission  has  authorized  the  sale  of  revenue  bonds   in  the  total   of 
$108  million;  however,  there  is  some  question  as  to  whether  the  remodelling 
expenses  may  be  included  as  part  of  the  overall   budget  from  which  the  Art 
Enrichment  percentage  is   drawn.     He  noted  that  this  question  has  never  been 
resolved,   but  at  this  point,   there  is   not  enough  time  to  clarify  the  issue  for 
the  South  Terminal   Program.     Mr.   Vedensky  also  noted  that  the  Committee  is 
awaiting  a  decision  from  the  Bond  attorney  regarding  the  utilization  of  Art 
Enrichment  monies   interchangeably  throughout  each  terminal.     If  a  positive 
answer  is   received,   the  remaining  funds   from  the  North  Terminal   Art  Enrichment 
budget  could  be  used  to  supplement  the  Central   and  South  Terminal   budgets. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  reported  that  the  5%  allocated  for  administration  is  not 
enough  to  cover  the  costs  of  this  program.     He  indicated  that  the  percentage 
for  administrative  expenses  would  have  to  be  increased  or  that  the  definition 
of  administrative  tasks  would  have  to  be  modified. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  reported  that  Mr.  William  Coblentz,  Airport  Commissioner, 
had,  at  one  time,  authored  an  arts  acquisition  guideline  for  the  Regent  of  the

University  of  California.  In  this  report,  Mr  Coblentz  recommended  an  adminis-- 
trative  percentage  of  not  less  than  21%  for  arts  programs.

Commissioner  Nemerovski    introduced  Program  Coordinator  Kathryn  Reasoner  to  pro- 
vide an  update  on  the  program  activites.     Ms.   Reasoner  reported  that  the  State/ 
Local   Planning  Committee  has  been  working  very  hard  on  the  drafting  of  Phase   III 
submittal    that  is  due  to  the  California  Arts  Council    in  March.     A  first  draft 
will    be  presented  to  the  Task  Force  at  the  end  of  this  month. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  inquired  about  the  effect  of  funding  cuts  by  the 
California  Arts   Council    this  year.     The  impact  on  the  program's  planning  effort 
has  been  minimal,   but  it  will    require  greater  usage  of  staff  and  volunteers   to 
conduct  work  that  was  slated  to  be  handled  by  consul tant(s).

The  Symphony  has   recommended 
consideration  for  a  change  in  the  ticket  price  scale,  which  the  Commission 
has  approved.

damage  to  the  murals.     She  also  stated  her  ideas   for  future  action  to  be  taken  at 
the  Chalet.     She  proposed  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Rec/Park  and  Arts  Commission,  at 
which  Masha  Jewett  would  give  a  presentation  on  the  Beach  Chalet's  murals. 

There  being  no  quorum,  a  vote  was  not  taken,  but  the  Director  was   requested  to 
draft  a  letter  with  the  Commission's   report  on  the  condition  of  the  murals. 
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ADJOURNMENT 

There  being  no  further  business,  Vice-President  Vedensky  adjourned  the  meeting 
at  5:48  pm.

Concerning  RESOLUTION  //1984-43,  Commissioner  Rodriguez  stated  his  opinion  that  the 
Hundertwasser  prints  are  inappropriate  to  the  Arts  Commission's  collection.  Commissioner 
Hanson  suggested  that  the  prints  be  accepted  without  condition  as  to  their  acceptance, 
or  as  unrestricted  gifts  to  be  used  as  the  Arts  Commission  sees  fit.  Coiimiissioner  Swig 
directed  that  a  copy  of  the  aforementioned  resolution  be  sent  to  the  donors  for  their 
records. 

A  brief  report  was  made  by  Commissioner  LaRocca  concerning  progress  with  the 
Johnson  §  Higgins  commission  of  a  work  in  memory  of  Eric  Hoffer, 

Nancy  Wells  London,  a  member  of  the  Arts  Festival  staff,  submitted  a  written  analysis 
of  the  pros  and  cons  of  the  Arts  Festival  event  taking  place  at  Fort  Mason,  and  with 
or  without  participation  as  part  of  the  1984  Urban  Fair  as  had  been  under  staff 
consideration  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  full  Commission. 

Director  Isaacs  gave  a  report  concerning  the  financing  of  the  1984  Arts  Festival  and 
expressed  great  concern  as  to  the  combining  of  the  Festival  with  both  the  Democratic 
National  Convention  in  terms  of  publicity  space  available,  and  the  Urban  Fair  wliich 
is  scheduled  to  take  place  at  Fort  Mason  very  shortly  following  the  projected  close 
of  the  Festival.  She  also  reported  on  the  overtures  being  made  from  the  Urban  Fair 
staff  soliciting  Arts  Commission  participation  in  their  event  with  our  Festival  as 
a  component. 

Commissioner  Rodriguez  expressed  dismay  at  the  quality  of  presentation  associated  with 
the  Urban  Fair. 

Commissioner  Duncan  expressed  interest  in  collaboration  with  Urban  Fair  in  view  of 
the  relatively  weak  financial  picture  for  the  1984  Arts  Festival, 

Commissioner  Vedensky  expressed  concern  that  if  we  were  to  collaborate  with  the  Urban 
Fair  then  how  would  we  maintain  our  separate  identity.  He  also  expressed  concern  that 
the  Conference  Room  space  offered  for  our  portion  of  the  Festival  would  not  be  adequate. 

Commissioner  Hanson  reflected  as  to  the  nostalgia  people  have  about  the  old  Festival 
idea,  and  suggested  a  breathing  spell  where  a  study  could  be  undertaken  to  evaluate 
pros  and  cons  of  all  ideas.  She  stipulated  not  being  in  favor  of  collaboration  with  the 
Urban  Fair  because  the  Arts  Commission  identity  would  suffer  as  it  had  in  the  past 
collaboration  with  the  Fair  events. 

Director  Isaacs  suggested  a  carry-over  of  this  year's  Festival  budget  to  next  fiscal 
year  which  would  allow  for  a  better  start-up  position  financially. 

Commissioner  Hanson  suggested  consideration  of  holding  just  the  Awards  of  Honor 
exhibition  and  events  should  the  Festival  not  be  possible  as  planned  for  this  Summer. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  suggested  that  perhaps  we  could  produce  the  Awards  of  Honor  exhibit 
in  the  conference  room  during  the  Urban  Fair,  but  not  commit  our  entire  Festival  to  the 
Fair.  , 

Commissioner  Swig  suggested  that  the  continuity  of  the  Festival  would  suffer  should  it 
not  be  held  this  year  which  would  weaken  our  funding  image.  She  also  noted  that  by  going

with  the  Urban  Fair  we  might  well  be  focusing  too  much  attention  on  the  visual  arts 
to  the  exclusion  of  performing  arts  in  view  of  the  presence  of  performing  arts  at 
the  Urban  Fair,  and  in  view  of  ours  being  an  Arts  Festival  which  balances  both  forms 
of  art . 

Commissioner  Vedensky  suggested  in  would  be  ideal  to  do  the  Festival  in  the  Fall  of 
1984  and  use  Director  Isaacs'  notion  of  combining  two  fiscal  year'ij  appropriations. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  noted  that  in  her  opinion  the  Arts  Commission  does  not  have 
adequate  funding  for  the  continuous  support  of  an  Annual  Arts  Festival . 

A  guest  from  the  audience,  Barbara  Veatch  Vorhees  testified  as  a  private  citizen  in 
favor  of  the  old  concept  of  an  Arts  Festival,  suggesting  that  the  Commission  not 
collaborate  with  the  Urban  Fair  in  order  to  maintain  identity,  and  recommended  that 
the  Festival  be  put  back  to  the  Civic  Center  Plaza  site  where  it  was  most  well  received. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  suggested  the  possibility  of  collaborating  with  the  Annual  POPS 
concerts  in  some  way  which  would  place  the  dates  in  August  or  July. 

Commissioner  Paterson  inquired  whether  there  was  still  existing  sufficient  exhibit   ' 
furniture  to  produce  the  Festival  outdoors  in  the  Civic  Center,  and  was  assured  by 
staff  that  there  is.

Commissioner  Swig  discussed  how  the  time  frame  for  planning  the  1984  Festival  had 
become  critical  and  a  decision  is  needed  in  very  short  order  if  we  hope  to  have  a 
success  this  year.  She  also  commented  that  on  February  22nd  at  the  Metropolitan  Club 
the  Business  Committee  will  convene  for  lunch  to  receive  their  first  information 
about  how  the  Festival  is  shaping  up  this  year. 

Commissioner  Duncan  commented  that  the  present  dates  and  timing  of  tl\e  Festival  are 
unrealistic. 

Director  Isaacs  commented  again  tJ^at  there  is  a  heavy  need  for  publicity  to  make  a 
Festival  work,  and  that  this  particular  year  the  city  can  expect  an  extreme  drain 
on  both  publicity  opportunities  and  volunteerism  owing  to  the  Democratic  Convention 
and  the  Urban  Fair  happening  so  close  together,  and  so  close  to  our  former  plans  for 
the  1984  Festival.  She  suggested  going  to  late  Summer  dates,  and  recommended  that  the 
Commission  go  it  alone. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  supported  Director  Isaacs'  position.

The 
response  from  the  community  has  been  to  commend  the  Arts  Commission  for  presenting 
this*  show. 

Director  Isaacs  thanked  Jill  Manton  and  Regina  Almaguer  for  their  work  assisting 
in  the  presentation  of  the  seminar  February  25,  with  Pro  Arts,  of  the  site  specific 
Sculpture  Seminer,  attended  by  one  hundred  participants. 

The  critical  legislation  -  supplemented  appropriations  for  Art  Gallery  staff  sal- 
aries went  to  the  Supervisors  Finanace  Committee  Wednesday,  February  29.   In  addition 
to  the  supplemental  she  was  asked  questions  on  the  entire  Art  Commission's  activities:

Art  Enrichment  Program 

A  survey  on  the  cost  of  doing  an  art  enrichment  program  with  a  national  comparison 
has  been  completed  by  Michael  Bell.  He  also  did  an  internal  time-study  on  the 
staff  time  spent  on  art  enrichment  administration.   In  addition  to  the  two  art 
enrichment  coordinators,  the  equivalent  of  an  additional  full-time  staff  person 
is  required  to  accomplish  the  tasks.

J.  Walter  Thompson  Agency.   Cost  would  include  only  computer  time,  printing, 

and  collating,  at  a  maximum  of  $5,000.  Surveys  would  be  distributed  to  one 

out  of  four  attending,  a  maximum  of  13,000.   The  survey  is  an  investment. 

Commissioner  Swig  suggested  both  a  site  survey  and  a  mail  survey.

SUBMITTED  BY  Commissioner  Vedensky;  SECONDED  by  Commissioner  Callanan, 
Passing  UNANIMOUSLY. 

Projects  in  Progress 

Commissioner  LaRocca  reported  that  the  screening  process  has  begun  at  both  the 
Mission  Community  Center  and  the  Moscone  Parking  Garage.  The  Johnson  5  Higgins 
Waterfront  Art  Project  is  currently  in  progress.  There  will  be  new  art  enrichment 
projects  at  the  Embarcadero  Fire  Station,  a  parking  garage  at  16th  and  Hoff  Streets, 
and  a  park  at  Sixth  and  Folsom  Streets.   Mr.  LaRocca  emphasized  that,  due  to  a  lack 
of  funding,  there  is  only  one  staff  person  handling  these  new  projects,  as  well  as 
the  on-going  projects. 

Commission  President  Swig  raised  a  question  of  how  a  park  at  Sixth  and  Folsom  might 
relate  to  the  development  of  a  master  plan  for  placing  art  in  public  places. 
Commissioner  La  Rocca  explained  that  at  this  point,  only  the  funding  available 
and  the  potential  site  for  artwork  have  been  identified.  He  stated  the  importance 
of  developing  a  master  plan  for  public  artwork  and  mentioned  the  possibility  of  a 
conflict  if  sculpture  is  placed,  previous  to  the  implementation  of  the  master 
plan.  He  suggested  that  a  statement  be  developed  with  facts  regarding  the  Art 
Enrichment  Program  as  a  means  of  increasing  funds  and  the  possibilities  of  additional 
staff. 

STATE/LOCAL  PARTNERSHIP  COMMITTEE:   Chairperson  Patri 

Commissioner  Patri  introduced  the  agenda  for  approval  of  the  Phase  III  Report  to 
the  California  Arts  Council.  He  outlined  the  process  of  preparation  and  commended 
the  work  of  the  Task  Force  and  others  involved.  Mention  was  made  of  the  place  of 
the  Report  in  the  overall  planning  effort  for  this  year,  with  1985  cited  as  the 
year  to  begin  implementation. 

Program  Coordinator  Kathryn  Reasoner  described  work  planned  for  this  year  in  detail. 
She  additionally  explained  how  concerns  of  individual  Task  Force  and  Commission 
members  were  incorporated  into  the  final  draft.  There  will  be  additional  finance 
and  program  reports  required  by  the  California  Arts  Council  submitted  with  the  Report 
by  the  March  31st  deadline.  » 

Commissioner  Patri  suggested  a  Roundtable  discussion  on  State/ Local  to  allow  Commissioners 
the  Advisory  Task  Force  and  staff  to  discuss  program  activities  in  depth.  The  idea  was 
heartily  endorsed.  Commissioner  Swig  suggested  that  Robert  Canon,  Director  of  the 
Test  Program  of  Support  to  Local  Arts  Agencies  be  invited  to  attend.  Commissioner 
Patri  expressed  his  appreciation  for  the  time  and  energy  devoted  by  Director  Isaacs 
in  working  with  the  Task  Force  and  the  State/ Local  Committee. 

Commissioner  LaRocca  suggested  that  resources  of  the  State/Local  Partnership  Program 
especially  the  mailing  list,  be  available  to  assist  the  Arts  Festival.  Kathryn 
Reasoner  and  Frank  Pietronegro  assured  him  that  this  is  already  being  discussed. 
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Director  Isaacs  remarked  on  the  value  of  the  State/ Local  Program  to  the  Arts 
Commission  in  assisting  its  other  programs  through  networking  and  the  opportunity 
to  broaden  connections  with  the  community. 

Commissioner  Patri  suggested  that  the  Civic  Center  Master  Plan  previously  alluded 
to  during  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  report  be  considered  as  an  aspect  of  the 
Cultural  Plan.  Support  was  expressed  for  this  idea,  especially  if  there  is  an 
opportunity  to  procure  staff  time  through  the -City  Planning  Department  in  their 
work  with  the  State/Local  planning  process.  Commissioner  Nemerovski  pointed  out 
that  this  would  be  a  model  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts.  They  are  not  aware  of  its  having  been  done  elsewhere  in  the  United  States. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  1984-85:  Approval  of  Phase  III  Report 

"RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  approve  the  Phase  III 
Report  of  the  State/Local  Partnership  Committee  for  submittal  to  the 
California  Arts  Council,  with  the  understanding  that  concerns  expressed 
by  the  State/Local  Task  Force  are  addressed  within  the  document  approved. 

MOVED  by  Commissioner  Nemerovski,  SECONDED  by  Commissioner  Hanson 
passing  UNANIMOUSLY. 

Commission  President  Swig  commended  Kathryn  Reasoner  for  the  Program's  accomplish- 
ments since  her  arrival  on  staff. 

AIRPORT  JOINT  COMMITTEE;  Commissioner  Vedensky 

Commissioner  Vedensky  reported  that  the  Airport  Joint  Committee  has  been  meeting 
on  a  frequent  basis  to  develop  the  South  Terminal  Art  Enrichment  Program.  He 
stated  that  staff  has  prepared  a  schedule  for  the  selection,  commissioning  and 
installation  of  the  artworks.  He  noted  that  the  artists'  selections  will  be  made 
by  early  spring. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  also  reported  that  the  City  Attorney  had  provided  a  written 
opinion  on  the  use  of  Art  Enrichment  bond  monies  confirming  that  the  funds  could 
be  used  on  Art  Enrichment  Projects  throughout  each  terminal.  This  means  that  the 
remaining  North  Terminal  Art  funds  could  be  used  to  supplement  the  Central  and 
South  Terminal  projects.  He  stated  that  an  overall  program  for  the  Airport  pro- 
gram will  be  developed  which  will  include  guidelines  for  the  acquisitioning  and 
placement  of  artworks. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  reported  that  he  had  been  contacted  by  the  Shanghai  Friend- 
ship Committee  regarding  the  large  Chinese  Scroll  in  the  Central  Terminal.  He 
reported  that  they  have  asked  that  the  Scroll  be  rotated  periodically  in  order 
to  avoid  deterioration  from  sunlight.  He  noted  that  rotation  would  be  difficult 
as  the  scroll  measures  16'  x  6^'.  He  suggested  that  a  full  conservator's  report 
be  prepared  for  the  scroll.  He  also  noted  that  because  the  Airport  does  not 
function  as  a  museum,  works  of  art  are  viewed  for  here-and-now  enjoyment  and  not 
for  perpetual  preservation. 

President  Swig  reported  that  artist  Robert  Irwin,  who  is  represented  in  the  Central 
Terminal  collection,  was  the  recipient  of  a  McArthur  Foundation  Fellowship  grant. 
She  asked  that  a  letter  of  congratulations  be  sent  to  him. 
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MQSCQNE  JOINT  COMMITTEE;  Commissioner  Vedensky 

Commissioner  Vedensky  reported  that  the  Moscone  Committee  is  still  waiting  for 
the  Redevelopment  agency  to  complete  their" overall  design  of  the  Yerba  Buena 
Center  area.  The  Committee  will  begin  selecting  artwork  for  the  outdoor  area 
as  soon  as  this  information  is  received. 

He  also  noted  that  the  City  Attorney's  of fice 'is  still  working  on  the  Katherine 
Porter  case,  which  includes  her  proposal  for  the  refunding  of  money  to  the  City. 

CIVIC  DESIGN  COMMITTEE:  Chairperson  Vedensky 

Commissioner  Vedensky  stated  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  developing 
a  possible  contract  for  bids  for  bus  shelters  to  include  advertising.  This  would 
involve  the  contractor's  maintaining  the  shelters  and  providing  some  revenue  from 
the  advertising  fees  to  the  City.  He  stated  that  the  revenue  would  not  be  enough 
to  balance  some  of  the  other  concerns  inherent  in  a  project,  such  as  the  quality 
of  the  shelter  and  the  maintenance  concerns. 

Simon  Bolivar  Statue 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  the  Mayor's  office  has  requested  immediate  action 
in  the  design  and  construction  for  a  base  for  the  sculpture.  The  Public  Utilities 
Commission  has  been  authorized  to  expend  $75,000  for  the  base,  and  the  Conunission 
is  requested  to  expedite  processing  of  design  approval  of  the  base. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  stated  that  the  drawings  provided  to  the  Arts  Commission  did 
not  specify  materials,  inscriptions,  etc.  and  are  not  complete  plans. 

Commissioner  Hanson  stated  her  recollection  that  the  base  design  information  was 
submitted  when  the  sculpture  was  proposed  as  a  gift  to  the  City  and  that  the  base 
design  was  approved  with  the  sculpture. 

Commissioner  Vedensky  re- stated  that  the  design  is  not  complete  enough  to  begin 
construction  of  a  base.  He  also  stated  that  the  request  by  the  Mayor's  office  to 
have  the  base  completed  and  the  sculpture  installed  by  May  was  not  possible,  that 
physically  it  could  not  be  done  in  such  a  short  time.  He  raised  the  question  of 
who  will  pay  for  the  materials,  the  labor,  the  installation,  etc. 

Commissioner  Rodriquez  stated  that  the  base  should  have  bilingual  inscriptions.

Commission  President  Swig  requested  the  staff  to  forward  mail  to  Comissioners  more 
quickly  as  it  has  sometimes  lagged  as  much  as  two  weeks. 

Maiden  Lane  Development 

Commission  President  Swig  mentioned  an  interesting  discussion  with  the  Maiden  Lane 
developer,  as  the  development  is  now  being  revived.   It  is  understood  that  the  first 
plan  was  a  "disaster." 
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She  used  the  Johnson  and  Higgins  project  as  an  example  of  the  way  in  which  the 
Arts  Commission  can  assist  a  private  company  in  selection  of  art  acceptable  to 
the  City,  and  the  procedure  adopted  by  the  Commission  for  such  assistance.  She 
explained  that  the  Commission  would  be  delighted  to  work  cooperatively. 

Bus  Transit  Shelters 

Commissioner  Vedensky  noted  that  some  City  Departments  are  firming  up  the  contract 
for  bidders  on  the  advertising  transit  shelters.  He  has  attended  a  number  of 
meetings  which  demonstrated  that  there  are  a  variety  of  viewpoints  to  be  taken  into 
account.  At  the  last  meeting  it  was  felt  that  the  City  should  not  try  to  use  these 
shelters  as  revenue  producers  for  the  City  itself.  Tlie  estimated  revenue  to  be 
produced  would  be  very  small.   The  ads  would  have  to  be  judged  aesthetically.   There 
is  also  the  problem  of  assuring  proper  maintenance,  a  major  ongoing  process,  about 
500  separate  city  locations.  Commissioner  Vedensky  is  continuing  to  track  this 
item  which  will  be  coming  up  before  the  Civic  Design  Committee  in  early  summer. 

There  is  a  French  company,  highly  skilled  in  making  shelters. . .theirs  are  very 
elegant. . .far  handsomer  than  most  American  shelters.  This  company  might  submit 
a  design  for  San  Francisco. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

George  Segal  "Gay  Liberation"  Sculpture 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  since  an  article  appeared  in  the  press  regarding 
the  sculpture  "Gay  Liberation"  by  George  Segal,  the  Commission  had  received  many 
calls.  The  article  stated  that  the  sculpture  now  at  Stanford  temporarily,  was 
being  considered  by  the  Commission.  She  had  prepared  a  letter  for  the  Chronicle 
to  explain  that  the  work  had  not  come  before  the  Commission  formally,  but  had 
withdrawn  the  letter  when  she  received  a  communication  from  Supervisor's  Britt's 
office  that  he  wished  to  begin  discussion  on  the  matter. 

She  noted  that  Professor  Albert  Elsen  of  Stanford  University  informed  her  Stanford 
would  like  to  retain  the  work  permanently.  The  work  was  also  offered  to  the  City 
of  Los  Angeles.  There  appears  to  be  some  dispute  over  which  of  two  foundations 
has  the  right  to  donate  this  work,  and  she  will  look  into  what  occurred  in  Los 
Angeles. 

There  being  no  further  business.  Commission  President  Swig  adjourned  the  meeting 
at  5:14  p.m.

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Isaacs  introduced  and  welcomed  Patricia  Kidd,the  new  Arts   Commission  secretary. 

Gnllory  Reception  for  Public  Officials  -  March  29,  1984 

Director  Isaacs  reported  briefly  on  the  reception  and  its  success.   She  acknowledged 
Mr.  Callanan' s  presence  and  extended  regrets  to  the  Commissioners  for  the  delay  in 
their  receiving  invitations.   It  was  also  stated  (at  Mrs.  Swig's  suggestion),  that 
in  the  future,  there  will  be  other  receptions  at  the  gallery  and  other  Arts  Commission 
facilities  so  that  City  department  heads  and  others  will  be  aware  of  the  Arts  Com- 
mission's work. 

National  Endowment  of  the  Arts 

Director  Isaacs  will  be  meeting  with  Mr.  Robert  Canon  of  the  National  Endowment  of 
the  Arts  while  he  is  in  San  Francisco  next  week.   A  meeting  is  being  arranged  with 
some  of  the  Commissioners  to  discuss  the  Local  Arts  Agencies  grant  which  is  given  to 
cities  in  the  United  States  for  a  period  of  three  years.   Director  Isaacs  reported 
they  will  be  discussing  strategy  with  Mr.  Canon.   She  stated  that  we've  been  encouraged 
to  apply,  and  although  the  application  is  approximately  a  year  away  from  now,  it's 
necessary  to  plan  now  because  it  involves  an  application  which  shows  the  process  of 
involving  large  segments  of  the  community,  determining  the  priorities  for  San  Fran- 
cisco.  She  continued,  the  Art  Commission  can  be  optimistic  because  of  Washington's 
encouragement  of  the  application.

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A  grant  of  this  type  could  produce  a  minimum  of  $50,000  to  a  maximum  of  $400,000 
annually,  to  be  matched  by  new  local  government  money,  two-to-one.

There  have  been  numerous  requests  from  other  City  offices  to  view  and  borrow  the 
Arts  Commission  art  collection.   Michael  Bell  and  Jill  Manton  were  acknowledged 
for  their  labors.

Officer,  regarding  funds  for  the  Gallery.   She  advised  the  meeting  that  his 
Advisory  Committee  has  placed  particular  priority  on  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program 
because  that  program  fits  the  guidelines  and  priorities  of  the  P  ^  A  fund.   Mrs. 
Swig  informed  the  meeting  that  he  stated  in  his  letter  that  he  has  asked  the 
P§A  Advisory  Committee  to  take  into  account  the  history  of  the  Gallery  prior 
to  the  1980  fire  and  review  the  Gallery's  application  for  funding  in  the  1984-85 
granting  cycle.  He  will  be  in  touch  with  Mrs.  Swig  by  June  1st  regarding  the 
1984-85  Arts  Festival  funding. 

Bank  of  America 

Mrs.  Swig  reported  that  she  had  word  from  Samuel  Armacost,  President  of  the  Bank 
of  America,  informing  her  of  the  appointment  of  Bonnie  Solari  to  serve  on  the 
Arts  Commission  Business  Committee.   She  also  asked  him  if  he  would  select  a 
representative  from  their  organization  who  might  be  interested  on  being  on  the 
Friends  of  the  Arts  Board. 

NEA 

President  Swig  reported,  at  a  recent  luncheon,  she  learned  that  Cynthia  Grasby, 
from  the  National  Endowment  of  the  Arts,  is  head  of  a  new  program  called  the 
Office  of  Private  Partnership  of  the  National  Endowment. 
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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT  (continued) 

Through  their  program  they  could  use  San  Francisco  as  a  model  city  and  develop  a  publi- 
cation that  can  bring  together  all  the  information  concerning  the  arts  in  San  Francisco 
and  the  Bay  Area.  This  particular  publication  could  be  used  for  fundraising  efforts  to 
help  other  corporate  folk  in  supporting  the  arts  in  San  Francisco  as  well  as  providing 
outside  help,  i.e.  Convention  and  Tourist  Bureau,  when  soliciting  possible  conventions. 

American  Institute  of  Architects 

The  National  Convention  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  will  be  meeting  in  San 
Francisco  June  9th  through  12th,  1985.  This  convention  will  bring  together  five  thou- 
sand architects.   Mrs.  Swig  informed  the  meeting  that  the  Institute  is  interested  in  a 
celebration  of  the  Urban  Arts  to  occur  a  week  prior  to  the  convention.  Mrs.  Swig,  or 
her  designate,  have  been  invited  to  be  involved  in  the  brainstorming  session  to  take 
place  May  ISth. 

State/Local  Roundtable  Meeting 

Mrs.  Swig  concluded  her  report  with  comments  on  a  concept  of  the  April  26th  Roundtable 
which  is,  the  importance  of  good  communication  with  other  departments  in  the  City  and 
County.  The  Commission  is  currently  dealing  with  them  more  frequently. 

I     Administrative  Action 

Mrs.  Swig  would  like  to  arrange  a  meeting,  by  the  Fall  of  this  year,  of  all  the  Ex  Officio 
members  on  the  Arts  Commission  and  other  Commissions,  to  create  better  communication 
and  also  to  avoid  duplication  of  effort  on  the  City's  Commissions.   It  was  also  mentioned 
that  Minutes  from  the  Arts  Commission  meeting  should  be  sent  to  the  Executive  Directors 
of  the  Library  and  the  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation.   She  stated  that  perhaps 
Director  Isaacs  could  stay  in  touch  with,  and  meet  with,  the  Directors  of  the  Opera, 
Ballet,  Symphony  and  Fine  Arts  Museums. 

III.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Budget 

Director  Claire  Isaacs  reported  on  the  Arts  Commission  budget  for  the  1984-85  fiscal 
year  and  the  successful  April  meeting  she,  Mrs.  Swig  and  Michael  Bell  had  with  the  Mayor. 
She  told  the  meeting  that  as  a  result  of  the  good  sense  of  credibility  that  has  been 
established  between  the  Mayor's  staff  and  the  Arts  Commission,  the  Mayor  will  recommend 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  everything  the  Arts  Commission  requested: 

1)  an  increase  of  $12,700  for  the  Municipal  Gallery  operating  expenses  and  two 
full-time  positions; 

2)  an  increase  in  Administration  budget  for  the  Arts  Commission  for  almost  double 
which  will  help  offset  the  large  postage  expenses  and  often,  unpaid  telephone 
bills; 

3)  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  was  approved  for  two  administrative  staff  positions, 
with  $9,500  to  create  full  funding  from  ad  valorem  rather  than  splitting  the  funding 
with  Hotel  Tax  source; 

4)  an  account  clerk  position  for  general  administrative  bookkeeping; 

5)  $10,000  consultancy  money  for  the  maintenance  of  the  City  Art  Collection  was  a 
victory.   Director  Isaacs  reported  that  in  fifty-two  years  there  has  never  been 
money  allocated  specifically  for  the  Collection.   Eleven  inventories  have  been 
undertaken  and  never  completed,  due  to  lack  of  funds; 
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DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  (continued) 

6)   $12,000  was  approved  for  the  Arts  Festival  budget,  double  last  year's  allocation. 
($50,000  was  requested  for  the  under- funded  program.   The  Mayor  reminded  Director 
Isaacs  that  no  other  City  program  could  expect  more  than  double  the  prior  year's 
allocation.) 

Administrative  Action 

Director  Isaacs  will  be  sending  a  note  to  each  Commission  member,  requesting  them  to 
speak  to  their  friends  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  on  behalf  of  the  Arts  Commission 
*    budget  approval,  in  June. 

NEA  Grant  Application 

The  Director  continued  her  report  by  stating  that  last  September  Jill  Manton  prepared 
a  grant  request  for  NEA  Conservation  Plan  for  $10,000  (to  be  matched  by  City  money, 
one-for-one) .  The  application  was  turned  down  but  we  can  be  hopeful  for  next  year 
because  on  the  return  letter  a  personal  message  was  noted  that  the  Director  try  again 
next  year.   The  Director  also  informed  the  Commission  that  next  year  the  Commission 
would  be  in  a  much  better  position  to  receive  it  if  the  Supervisors  approve  the  $10,000 
budget  for  the  City  Collection,  as  the  funds  would  be  a  match  and  reflect  the  city's 
concern.  She  also  said  the  Commission  would  be  in  a  better  position  to  receive  a  grant 
from  the  Institute  of  Museum  Service  through  the  Municipal  Gallery,  as  their  guidelines 
require  application  as  a  Museum  which  must  be  open  two  years. 

KGQ  Promotional 

The  Director  mentioned  anticipating  seeing  all  of  the  Commissioners  on  board  the  boat 
for  the  KGO  kick-off  for  the  Pops  Concert  promotional  luncheon  May  8,  1984.   She  re- 
minded the  meeting  of  the  new  and  time  consuming  problems,  this  year,  in  finalizing 
plans  for  the  Pops.   The  Commissioners  were  requested  to  turn  in,  by  the  end  of  the 
week,  their  requests  for  comp  tickets  and  to  indicate  to  her  what  Commissioners  are 
interested  in  hosting  Pops  performing  artists  parties. 

Civic  Livability  Award 

On  behalf  of  Mayor  Feinstein,  the  Arts  Commission  submitted  the  City's  application  for 
the  Civic  Livability  Award  which  was  a  major  undertaking.   The  Director  acknowledged 
Michael  Bell's  hard  work  and  cooperation.  The  Fine  Arts  Museums  and  Pacific  Telesis 
were  also  thanked  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation. 

IV.   APPROVAL  OF  MINUTES

brunch  at  Tiffany's,  and  a  Mark  Hopkins  Tea  Dance  (date  undecided). 

Mrs.  Swig  expanded  on  these  planned  activities.  She  informed  the  meeting  that  in 
order  to  receive  the  $50,000  gift  from  Chevron  next  year,  the  Commission  must 
raise  two-to-one,  new  money.   If  The  Freinds  are  unable  to  raise  that  amount.  Chevron 
will  scale  their  contribution,  next  year,  proportionately.  She  also  reminded  the 
Commissioners  that  the  $S000  gift  from  Pacific  Telesis  was  a  generous  signal  because 
it  was  donated  after  the  completion  date  of  their  funding  cycle.  President  Swig 
stated  that  the  Friends  should  currently  be  preparing  their  request  for  1985  from 
Pacific  Telesis.

She  presented  six  facts  that  support  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission 
as  being  the  most  appropriate  custodian  of  the  Collection  that  would  effect  Madame 
Labaudt 's  desire  to  have  the  integrity  of  her  art  work  protected.  Questions  were 
raised  by  Commissioner  Nemerovsky  regarding  financing  the  maintenance  of  the  Collection. 
President  Swig  stated  that  if  it  approached  the  contractual  stage,  then  the  wording 
would  have  to  be  agreed  upon  and  might  read,  "to  the  best  of  the  Arts  Commission's 
ability."  Commissioner  Gaylord  suggested  substituting  the  word  interest  for  capability, 
in  the  resolution  to  satisfy  the  Commission's  concern  regarding  their  legal  and  finan- 
cial responsibility  for  the  collection,  should  the  Art  Commission  become  the  curatorial 
guardian  of  the  collection.

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Edith  Hamlin 

Commissioner  Hanson  stated  she  felt  that  the  80-year-old  artist,  Edith  Hamlin,  and 
the  Resolution  on  the  Consent  Calendar  be  elaborated  upon.  She  named  Mission  High 
School,  Lawton  Elementary  School  and  the  Standard  Oil  Building  as  some  of  the  insti- 
tutions where  her  work  can  be  viewed.   Through  the  acquisition  of  the  World  Map  Mural, 
the  Arts  Commission  has  an  opportunity  to  strengthen, and  make  more  meaningful, 
the  existing  acquisitions.

General  Hospital  Art  Collection  and  the  City  Collection 

Commissioner  Hanson  talked  to  the  Commission  about  the  General  Hospital,  their  volunteer 
staff,  and  their  ability  to  seek  out  funds  for  it's  maintenance  and  upkeep.   She 
mentioned  the  recent  presentation  of  the  Rivera  and  Kahlo  paintings  at  the  Cinco  de 
Mayo  festivities  attended  by  Commissioner  Rodriguez.   She  commended  Jill  Manton  for 
her  time  given  to  the  General  Hospital  art  work  and  stated  that  the  volunteers,  under 
Michael  Bell's  direction,  are  making  progress  in  maintaining  and  registering  the  City 
Collection.  Another  subject  of  Commissioner  Hanson's  concern,  that  she  mentioned, 
was  the  improtected  storage  and  the  need  for  safekeeping  of  the  City  Collection.  She 
suggested  notifying  the  City  department  heads  and  personnel  of  their  legal  responsi- 
bility, and  informing  them,  regarding  the  care  that  should  be  afforded  the  handling 
of,  and  the  physical  surroundings  of  the  art  work,  belonging  to  the  City  Collection. 

Performing  Arts  Garage 

Commissioner  LaRocca  presented  drawings  of  the  Joan  Brown  design  for  the  Performing 
Arts  Garage.  The  finished  work  will  be  twelve-feet  high,  constructed  of  cut  steel 
and  bronze. 

1984  Democratic  Convention  Poster  Competition 

Commissioner  LaRocca  informed  the  Commission  that  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  will  be 
jurying  a  poster  competition  for  the  Democratic  Convention  Friday,  May  11,  1984. 

Arts  Festival  Report 

Co-Director  Frank  Pietronigro  informed  the  Commissioners  that  7,000  applications  have 
been  sent  to  visual  artists  in  the  Bay  Area  counties  and  that  further  mailing  lists 
are  being  developed.  He  expects  permits  confirmation  within  the  week  and  advised  the 
Commission  that  the  food  concessions  are  being  developed  through  the  Department  of 
Parks  and  Recreation.  More  meetings  are  being  planned  for  the  Festival  layout.  Frank 
also  advised  the  Commission  that  the  1985  Festival  mailing  would  be  more  efficient 
and  accurate  if  it  were  computerized.   Questions  were  presented  and  answered  regarding 
the  need  for  volunteers,  and  musicians  funded  by  Local  6.   Co-Director  Barbara  Vorhees 
added  that  she  anticipates  attracting  quality  craftsmen  and  good  judges  for  the  Festival. 
Affiliated  art  groups  are  also  being  invited  to  participate.   She  announced  that  there 
will  be  booth  space  for  artists  to  sell  their  goods.  She  also  requested  the  Commissioners 
to  let  her  know  of  quality  crafts  people  in  the  area  to  whom  she  could  send  invitations. 
She  also  mentioned  a  fund-raising  party  that  is  being  planned. 

Co- Director  Hael  Kobayashi  handed  out  corrected  copies  of  the  approved  Arts  Festival 
budget  and  a  brief  discussion  took  place.  Mrs.  Swig  inquired  if  volunteer  assistance 
was  needed  for  the  Festival.  Hael  affirmed  that  volunteers  for  the  two  information 
booths  are  needed  and  he  requested  input  from  the  Commission  regarding  the  Preview 
parties  and  coordinating  their  dates  with  the  Pops.  Mention  was  made  of  the  monthly 
newsletter  that  is  going  out  to  the  jurors  and  the  press  conference  that  will  be  held 
immediately  after  the  conclusion  of  the  Democratic  Convention  on  or  about  July  2Sth  or 
26th.

Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  reported  that  recipients  of  street  artist  awards  were 
selected  on  June  3rd  by  the  Advisory  Committee  of  Street  Artists  and  Craftsmen 
Examiners  who  examined  the  street  artist  displays  throughout  the  city. 
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The  list  of  twelve  street  artists,  for  the  Commission's  consideration  included  two 
previous  award  winners:   Sanford  Aschinger  and  Martin  Tang.   The  list  represented  a 
variety  of  crafts.   The  artists  are  to  be  invited  to  participate  in  the  Arts  Festival. 
In  order  to  comply  with  the  Festival's  entry  deadline,  the  names  were  now  being  submitted 
directly  to  the  Commission.

Co-Director  Frank  Pietronigro  expressed  excitement  about  the  Festival  and  reported  on 
the  progress  of  the  plans.  He  distributed  an  outline  of  the  Festival  plans,  to  date, 
and  elaborated  on  each  of  the  items  as  follows: 

1)  Arts  Commission  booth  -  he  requested  Commissioners  notify  him  if  they  would  like  to 
assist  in  this  booth  and  if  they  had  any  ideas  for  content  to  contribute;

Programs  produced  during  August  1st 
through  5th  are  eligible  for  inclusion. 

3)  Children's  Area  -  Frank  is  collaborating  with  Co-Director  Hael  Kobayashi  on  the 
Children's  Area.  He  reported  a  hands-on  workshop  for  children  at  the  Festival 
is  now  being  developed  by  the  Education  Department  of  the  San  Francisco  Museum 
of  Modern  Arts.  He  stated  that  the  workshop  may  be  paid  for  by  that  Education 
Department . 

4)  Environmental  Design; 

5)  Food:   The  Co-Director  stated  that  the  food  at  the  festival  should  enhance  the 
festival  and  that  it's  hoped  that  the  people  attending,  enjoy  the  food  as  much  as 
the  arts,  crafts,  and  performances; 

6)  Neighborhood  Arts  Programs; 

7)  Non- Profit  Arts  Organization  Information; 

8)  Operations; 

9)  Performances  at  the  Festival  -  He  reported  on  the  overwhelming  response  and  named  many 
of  them.  He  informed  the  meeting  of  his  concern  regarding  the  fact  that  if  each 
performing  group  is  given  honorarium,  it  would  total  $5,030;  $2,600  is  budgeted. 

He  will  have  to  cut  some  of  the  performances  unless  he  is  able  to  convince  them  to 
perform  free  of  charge  in  exchange  for  the  public  exposure.

Commissioner  Nemerovski  asked  if  the  Co-Director  had  developed  plans  for  the  opening  day 
ceremony  of  the  Festival.  He  replied  that  a  joint  request  to  the  Mayor  is  being  put  toget- 
her, of  the  activities  she'll  preside  over. 
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Director  Isaacs  stated  that  in  regard  to  the  Honorarium  to  the  performers,  next  year 
emphasis  will  have  to  be  applied  to  raising  additional  funds  for  the  performing  arts. 
She  continued  stating  that  the  fact  that  quality  performing  groups  are  willing  to  per- 
form for  $50.00  or  nothing,  indicates  that  we  do  have  responsibility  to  present  them 
and  to  give  them  some  kind  of  token  honorarium.   She  stated  that  it  was  exciting  news 
to  learn  so  many  have  applied  and  reitereated  that  next  year  honorarium  should  be  a 
high  priority. 

Festival  Budget 

Co-Director  Hael  Kobayashi  reported  on  the  funding  status  as  follows:   Friends  of  the 
Arts  consolidated  fund  allocation:   $17,600;   Cyril  Magnin  Donation  (residual  from 
1983  Festival  Budget):   $1,000;  Fine  Arts  Outdoors  fees:   $250;   the  total  income  from 
the  estimated  projected  $44,000  is  $2,600.   To  date  only  two  of  the  nine  Bay  Area  counties 
application  fees  have  been  received.   They  expect  to  reach  the  goal  on  target. 

Co  Director  Kobayashi  reported  on  the  promotion  of  the  crafts  booth  rental  of  $200 
moving  well.  He  has  received  verbal  commitment  from  Citicorp  for  their  $7,000  funding 
for  the  Arts  Festival  poster. 

Festival  Poster:   Jim  Torlakson  is  the  artist  contracted  to  design  the  Festival  poster 
with  the  Phoenix  Rising  theme.  A  sample-sized  poster  of  the  vertical  format  was  shown 
to  the  Commissioners.   Director  Isaacs  stated  that  market  research  has  proven^ the 
concept  of  this  type  of  poster  will  sell. 

Press  Preview:  The  tenative  date  set  is  Monday,  July  30,  1984.  Exhibits'  installation 
and  other  details  must  be  confirmed.   Co-Director  Kobayashi  reported  that  fifty  percent 
of  the  exhibits  will  be  installed  by  the  time  of  the  press  preview.   City  Arts  Magazine 
has  verbally  committed  to  present  an  article  on  the  Festival  in  their  July  issue. 

Awards  of  Honor 

Co-Director  Barbara  Vorhees  reported  that  a  confirmation  was  received  from  Bonnie  Soleri, 

Bank  of  America,  for  the  Awards  of  Honor  exhibits. The  Van  Ness  Street  entrance  of  City  Hall 

is  where  a  display  will  be  exhibited  listing  awardees  and  their  photographs.  Viewers 

will  be  referred  to  the  Concourse  Gallery.   Presentation  of  the  awards  is  pending  notification 

from  the  Mayor's  office  whether  she'll  be  available  to  officially  open  the  Festival  and 

present  the  awards.   Director  Isaacs  stated  that  because  of  the  Democratic  Convention 

and  the  Pops  Concerts  the  week  of  July  18th,  special  attention  must  be  made  to  the  planning 

so  that  Commissioners  will  not  have  conflict  in  scheduling  their  attendance  at  these 

planned  activities.   Co- Director  Vorhees  stated  that  the  awardees,  notified  of  their 

being  granted  awards,  are  elated. 

Crafts 

The  fine  arts  and  crafts  applications  deadline  dates  have  been  extended  from  June  1st 
to  June  15th.   Currently  there  are  close  to  100  applications  submitted.   150  to  200  are 
the  desired  number  of  applicants.   The  jury  has  invited  thirty- three  artists  to  partici- 
pate because  of  the  fine  quality  work  they  produce.   Co-director  Vorhees  concluded  her 
report  stating  that  she  is  receiving  good  response  from  affialiated  artist  groups.   So 
far,  ten  have  made  commitments  to  take  space  in  the  Festival  and  ten  more  are  expected. 

Celebration  of  Peace 

Commissioner  LaRocca  read  a  proposal  from  guest,  J.  Zachariah,  for  the  Commission's 

endorsement  of  a  non-political,  non-denominational  Celebration  of  Peace.   Commissioner         j 

Nemerovski  reminded  the  Commission  that  it  may  not  legally  endorse  or  co-sponsor  a 

project  without  incurring  financial  and/or  legal  responsibilities.   The  Commission 

therefore  voted  to  support  the  "concept"  of  a  Celebration  of  Peace,   rather  than  the 

project  itself.

She  also  reported  that  Commissioner  Alley  has  sent  a  letter  to 
Roger  Boas,  Chief  Administrator,  strongly  urging  reconsideration  of  this  rental  fee. 
She  continued  by  stating  at  the  Mayor's  staff  meeting,  she  voiced  her  concern  on  this 
subject  and  she  was  referred  to  a  contact  in  the  Chief  Administrator's  office  and  expects 
a  favorable  decision  soon. 

Pops  Budget 

See  Addendum  II.  The  increases  based  on  Union  increases  must  be  absorbed  and  negotiations 
with  the  Symphony  are  taking  place  for  the  mutual  satisfaction  of  the  Symphony  and  the 
Commission. 

f  Banners 

Two  banners,  ten- feet  by  ten- feet,  are  being  ordered  to  hang  in  front  of  the  Civic  Auditorium 
during  the  Pops  Concerts.   The  banners  will  be  purple,  gold  and  orange.   Commissioner 
Hanson  presented  her  views,  stating  the  words  POPS  and  ARTS  COMMISSION,  are  not  as 
prominent,  on  the  banners,  as  they  could  be. 

Director  Isaacs  concluded  the  Music  Committee  Report  by  reporting  she  had  received  word 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  for  the  Recreation  and  Culture  Committee, 
requesting  the  Arts  Commission  consider  having  an  annual  San  Francisco  Song  Contest  at 
the  San  Francisco  Fair,  (not  with  the  idea  of  replacing  the  existing  San  Francisco  song) . 
Her  response  to  them  was  that  the  Commission  is  not  responsible  for  the  Fair,  but  it, 
possibly,  could  be  considered  as  part  of  future  Art  Festivals  and  that  she  would  present 
it  to  the  Festival  and  Music  Committees. 
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State/Local  Partnership  Program  Report  -  Piero  Patri,  Chairperson 

Commissioner  Patri  presented  the  report  furnished  Commissioners  by  Coro  Fellow,  Claire 
Landry  on  the  Role  of  the  Arts  in  San  Francisco.   He  said  that  this  report  provided  a 
useful  summary  of  qualitative  information  which  would  balance  the  data  to  be  collected 
on  the  arts'  economic  contribution  to  the  City. 

Program  Coordinator  Kathryn  Reasoner  made  the  announcement  that  the  California  Arts 
Council  voted  approval  of  San  Francisco's  Phase  III  Report  on  Friday,  June  1st, 
which  provides  us  with  funding  for  1984-85.   She  mentioned  that  written  comments 
on  the  report  will  be  furnished  later  this  month  by  the  Council. 

Ms.  Reasoner  and  Director  Isaacs  reported  on  the  first  meeting  held  with  representatives 
of  the  community  on  the  Fire  Code  Booklet  for  performing  and  presenting  arts  organizations,

Commissioner  Hanson  has 
been  involved  with  the  development  of  interest  in  the  Beach  Chalet  with  regard  to  the 
Arts  Commission.

Director  Claire  Isaacs  reported  to  the  meeting  the  Arts  Commission's  concern  for  the  Murals 
at  the  Beach  Chalet  and  the  events  that  led  to  the  calling  of  this  special  meeting.   This 
was  so  the  full  Commission  could  be  fully  informed  of  what  was  occurring  On  June  7  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  Culture  and  Recreation  Committee  passed  a  resolution  recommending  to 
the  Mayor  consideration  of  transfer  of  the  Beach  Chalet  from  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department  to  the  Arts  Commission.   Because  the  Commission  had  not  had  an  opportunity  to 
discuss  this  recommendation,  a  request  was  made  on  June  15th  that  the  full  Board,  which  was 
to  consider  the  matter  on  June  19th, continue  this  item;  the  Commission  requested  on  June  19th 
that  the  item  be  returned  to  Committee.

Music  Committee  Report  -  Vernon  Alley,  Chairperson 

Civic  Auditorium  Pipe  Organ 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  reported  on  the  condition  of  the  Civic  Auditorium  Pipe  Organ, 
which  he  examined  during  a  visit  to  the  auditorium  on  Pops  Concert  business  with 
Commissioner  LaRocca,  Michael  Bell  and  a  Symphony  staff  member.   He  recommended  that 
the  Commission  assist  in  having  this  organ  repaired  and  returned  to  full  use.   He  shared 
the  history  and  background  of  the  organ,  dating  back  to  its  installation  in  1915  for 
the  World's  Fair.   Due  to  lack  of  funds  for  repair,  since  Proposition  13  in  1973,  the  organ 
has  deteriorated.   He  recommended  a  plan  to  support  the  efforts  of  the  Municipal 
Committee  to  save  the  Pipe  Organ,  an  organization  including  prominent  organists  such  as 
Ludwip  Altman.   Funds  would  be  collected  at  the  POPS  to  be  administered  by  the  Municipal 
Committee  To  Save  The  Pipe  Organ.   Some  remedial  work  would  be  done  immediately  so  that 
the  organ  could  be  played  every  night  for  fifteen  minutes  prior  to  the  concerts.   Some 
of  the  funds  needed  for  such  remedial  work  have  already  been  pledged. 


Commissioner  Nemerovski  inquired  if  the  Symphony  would  have  any  problem  accepting 
this  idea.   Commissioner  Taliaferro  responded  that  Linda  Edelman  who  is  assisting  with  the 
production  of  the  Pops  Concerts  supported  the  idea.   President  Swig  asked  how  the 
collection  of  funds  would  be  carried  out.   Commissioner  Taliaferro  assured  her  that 
by  the  next  Regular  Meeting  they  would  have  firm  plans  laid  out.   Director  Isaacs 
informed  the  Commission  John  Mullane  from  the  Chief  Administrator's  Office  and  the 
City  Attorney  see  no  legal  problem  in  collecting  funds  for  the  restoration  of  the  Pipe 
Organ .

Visual  Arts  Committee  Reports  (continued) 
Beach  Chalet  and  Coit  Tower  Nturals  Report 

Commissioner  Jo  Hanson  distributed  and  read  a  Chronology  which  reported  the  history 
of  the  Beach  Chalet  beginning  in  1900  (attached  Addendum),  including  facts  pertinent 
to  issues  being  discussed  at  this  meeting.   The  Chronology  noted  that  $800,000  in 
Infrastructure  funds  were  allocated  for  the  Beach  Chalet's  rehabilitation. 

She  began  her  report  by  stating  the  two  issues  concerning  the  Beach  Chalet  and  the 
Murals  there.  TTie  first  issue  is  the  authority  of  the  Arts  Commission  over  art  work  that 
belongs  to  the  City  outside  museums  as  stated  in  the  City  Charter.   The  second  issue 
is  that  of  guardianship  of  the  City's  art  resources. 

Commissioner  Hanson  passed  around  pictures  of  the  damaged  Beach  Chalet  murals  and  described 
the  extent  of  the  damages,  acknowledging  the  damages  were  not  the  intent  of  the  facility's 
management.   She  voiced  her  concern  that  further  damage  should  be  prevented.   Commissioner 
Nemerovski  affirmed  that  everyone  understood  the  extent  of  the  damage.   She  stated, 
however,  that  the  Commission  wanted  to  deal  with  the  problem  of  transfer  of  responsibility  of 
the  Beach  Chalet.   Commissioner  Hanson  continued  her  report,  stating  there  is  great  rationale 
in  the  Arts  Commission  being  responsible  for  the  Beach  Chalet. 

Commissioner  Gaylord  voiced  his  concern  about  the  topic  of  the  meeting  being  on  the  Board 
of  Supervisor's  Culture  and  Recreation  Committee  Calendar,  and  its  being  discussed  before 
the  full  Commission  before  it  had  been  in  Committee  and  stated  again,  that  it  should  be 
sent  to  Committee.   Commissioner  Nemerovski  stated  again  her  concern  that  the  Beach  Chalet 
discussion  should  first  come  before  the  Visual  Arts  Committee. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  clarified, for  the  meeting,  that  it  was  not  Commissioner  Hanson  who 
requested  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  Culture  and  Recreation  Committee  to  place  the  Beach 
Chalet  transfer  of  responsibility  on  their  agenda.  He  commended  Commissioner  Hanson  on 
her  research  of  the  Beach  Chalet.  He  stated  that  the  Commission  should  now  begin  to  develop 
a  partnership  approach  and  begin  talking  with  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  and  to  ask 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  forestall  action  until  the  two  departments  can  decide  on  a  policy 
of  collaboration  regarding  jurisdiction  and  the  murals  that  are  contained  in  other  park 
facilities.   Commissioner  Rodriguez  stated  that  when  this  subject  comes  to  Committee, 
they  should  meet  jointly  with  the  Arts  Commission  Finance  Committee. 

Mr.  Richard  Rothman  indicated  he  wished  to  address  the  Commission  and  President  Swig 
invited  him  to  give  his  testimony  on  the  Beach  Chalet.   Mr.  Rothman  introduced  himself  and 
voiced  his  agreement  with  the  Commissioner  Hanson's  presentation.   He  expressed  his  grati- 
tude that  the  Commission  is  currently  taking  an  interest  in  the  Coit  Tower  murals  and  the 
Beach  Chalet  and  stated  that  he  hoped  all  business  among  other  agencies  and  their 
Commissions  would  soon  be  resolved  so  that  some  responsibility  and  action  would  be  taken 
in  preserving  the  Murals. 

President  Swig  invited  Tom  Malloy,  General  Manager  of  the  Department  of  Recreation  and  Parks 
to  speak. 

Mr.  Malloy  reported  on  his  being  unadvised  of  this  hearing  until  Friday  afternoon  and 
requested  to  make  factual  corrections  and  suggestions  about  how  the  Arts  Commission  and 
the  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  might  work  together.  He  stated  his  understanding 
of  how  the  Beach  Chalet  item  appeared  on  the  Board  of  Supervisor's  Culture  and  Recreation 
Committee  agenda.  He  voiced  his  delight  in  having  the  interest  of  the  Arts  Commission  in 
Jihe  Beach  Chalet  and  Coit  Tower  Murals'  preservation.  He  briefed  the  meeting  on  the  con- 
dition of  the  Coit  Tower  Murals  and  what's  been  done,  to  the  present,  regarding  preserving 
the  Murals  at  Coit  Tower.   Mr.  Malloy  denied  $800,000  infrastructure  funds  were  allocated 
in  1984;  he  informed  the  meeting,  instead,  there  was  a  draft  supplemental  that  went  as  far 
as  the  Mayor's  desk.   The  Mayor  requested  taking  that  amount,  and  funds  from  other  Parks 
and  Recreation  projects  for  the  Cable  Car  fund.  He  stated  that  the  Mayor  is  recommending 
$750,000  supplemental  to  follow  the  budget.   Commissionei/mJA^^S.f  in  the  $750,000,  there 
is  money  contained  for  the  restoration  of  the  Murals.   Mr.  Malloy  responded  that  it's  not 
broken  down  in  any  way  and  said  the  money  would  be  expended  according  to  the  structural 
reports  of  the  building's  needs  for  repair. 


Continued 

Conunissioner  Rodriquez  inquired  if  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Conunission  would  be  in  favor 

of  turning  the  Beach  Chalet  into  a  museum.   Mr.  Malloy  replied  in  the  affirmative. 

President  Swig  inquired  if  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commissioners  conducted  Committee  business 

in  the  same  manner  as  the  Arts  Commission.   She  inquired  too,  if  Commissioner  Hanson  could 

make  a  presentation  to  their  Planning  Committee  and  perhaps  begin  collaborating  together 

in  order  to  develop  a  relationship. 

In  conclusion  on  the  topic  of  the  Beach  Chalet  and  the  Murals,  it  was  decided  a  note 
'would  be  sent  to  Supervisor  Hongisto  advising  him  that  the  Arts  Commission  and  the 
Department  of  Recreation  and  Parks  will  be  collaborating  together  on  preserving  the 
Murals  and  requesting  he  not  reschedule  another  meeting  on  the  subject  pending  the 
Arts  Commission  and  Department  of  Parks  and  Recreation  action  and  report  within  a 
month  or  two. 

o 

Redesign  for  the  Civic  Center  Plaza 

Commissioner  Patri  requested  that  the  subject  of  the  redesign  for  the  Civic  Center  Plaza 
and  the  placement  of  future  sculpture  be  discussed.  Mr.  Malloy  advised  on  the  Plaza 
and  the  subsidence  that  is  cause  of  great  concern  for  the  public's  safety  and  the 
ensuing  lawsuits  that  stem  from  the  subscidence  and  whether  the  Mayor  is  going  to 
allocate  more  funds  to  the  project.  He  suggested  it  would  be  feasible  to  convene  the 
Civic  Center  Technical  Advisory  Committee  which  does  not  as  yet  but  could,  include  the 
Arts  Commission. 

Arts  Festival  Report 

A  brief  financial  report  was  handed  out  and  Assistant  Director  Michael  Bell  stated  that  the 
Festival  budget  is  near  being  on  target  as  far  as  income  and  expense  is  concerned.  He 
also  reported  that  technical  matters  were  progressing  .   Director  Isaacs  reported  that  the 
budget  has  had  to  be  adjusted  from  time  to  time.   The  Festival  had  not  intended  to  have 
a  fence,  but  has  been  forced  to  accept  jurors  position  that  the  crafts  people  will  not 
take  space  unless  fencing  is  provided. 

The  Awards  of  Honor  Dinner  is  being  planned  and  Co-director  Barbara  Vorhees  is  currently 
looking  for  a  restaurant  to  donate  the  dinner. 

Friends  of  the  Arts 

President  Swig  reminded  the  meeting  of  the  black-tie  benefit  for  the  Arts  Commission  on 
June  28th  and  reported  that  there  were  still  ten  or  twelve  seats  available.   She  commended 
and  the  in-kind  and  volunteer  services  that  had  been  provided. 

1984-85  Budget 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  inquired  if  Director  Isaacs  felt  the  Supervisors  were  supportive 
of  the  Arts  Commission  1984-85  budget.   She  affirmed  they  were,  adding  that  Supervisor 
Silver  recommended  the  Arts  Commission  consider  a  supplemental  appropriation  for  the 
maintenance  and  conservation  of  the  publicly-placed  art. 

Mention  was  also  made  by  Director  Isaacs  of  the  positive  feedback  she  received  during  her 
visit  to  the  National  Endowments  for  the  Arts  in  Washington  D.C.  A  report  will  be  made 
at  the  July  9th  meeting. 


VII.   OLD  BUSINESS 

Referring  again  to  the  Beach  Chalet  Report,  Commissioner  Hansen  explained  that  the 
information  on  the  $800,000  Infrastructure  funds  allocation  was  taken  from  "Beach  Chalet 
Time  Line,"  (see  attached)  dated  May  23,  1984,  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Parks  Department, 
Property  Management  report.

II.   PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Commission  President  Roselyne  Swig  reported  on  the  success  of 
the  June  28th  Le  Central  fundraising  dinner  that  netted  close 
to  $30,000  for  the  Arts  Commission.   She  thanked  the  Commissioners 
that  participated  in  fundraising  for  the  Arts  Commission.

III.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  the  1984-85  Budget  request  that  is 
before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  moving  well.  One  concern  she 
mentioned  was  the  recommendation  by  Harvey  Rose's  office  (budget 
analyst  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors) ,  that  the  new  Account  Clerk 
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Minutes  (9  July  1984)  -2-  ARTS  COMMISSION 

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  (continued) 

position  and  the  two.  present.  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  positions  continue  to  be 
funded  by  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund.  These  three  positions  are  needed  for  the  on-going 
business  and  growth  of  the  Arts  Commission.  She  explained  to  the  Commission  that 
due  to  the  scope  and  volume  of  work  of  the  Arts  Commission  Accountant,  it  is  necessary 
that  the  Account  Clerk  position  be  a  permanent,  budgeted  position  appropriated  from 
the  City  General  Revenue  fund.  The  two  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  positions  (Director 
and  Assistant)  should  be  permanent  and  not  dependent  on  annual  application  to  the  Hotel 
Tax  Fund.  Expenses  for  programs  and  operations  of  the  Cultural  Centers  would  continue 
to  be  funded  by  the  Hotel  Tax,  which  has  historically  supported  the  Centers.  The 
Hotel  Tax  cannot  fund  permanent  salaries  at  the  Arts  Commission.  Another  positive 
development  is  support  for  the  Registrar's  position  for  the  City  Collection  inventory 
and  condition  reporting. 

Western  Addition  Cultural  Center 

Director  Isaacs  reported  on  the  investigation  of  the  allegations  made  by  Ms.  Yvonne 
Ladson,  former  Director  of  the  Western  Addition  Cultural  Center,  against  the  Arts 
Commission.  The  Board  of  Supervisors,  Culture  and  Recreation  Committee  have  tabled 
the  investigation,  concluding  that  the  Arts  Commission  abided  by  correct  procedures 
and  that  the  City  is  not  liable  in  any  way.  Director  Isaacs  stated  that  this  hearing 
presented  the  opportunity  for  some  very  positive  testimony  on  behalf  of  the  Neighbor- 
hood Arts  Program  and  the  Cultural  Centers  and  the  relationship  of  the  Consortium 
and  Friends  of  the  Arts  in  relation  to  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program. 

NALAA  (National  Assembly  of  Local  Arts  Agencies)  Conference 

Director  Isaacs  reported  on  the  first  phase  of  her  trip  to  the  East,  fimded  by  the 
Friends  of  the  Arts.  Attending  the  NALAA  Conference  in  Charleston  June  6-9,  she  met 
Directors  of  other  local  arts  agencies  throughout  the  U.S.  The  sessions  covered  topics 
of  interest  to  the  Commissions'  projects,  such  as  arts  festival  management,  profesisonal 
development,  municipal  arts  agencies,  and  new  or  revised  funding  programs  of  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts  (NEA)  appliable  to  Local  Arts  Agencies. 

Gian- Carlo  Menotti,  the  composer,  opened  the  conference  with  comments  on  the  concurrent 
International  Spoleto  Festival  in  Charleston.  He  noted  that  at  this  festival  artists  and 
audience  and  the  entire  community  share  the  opportunity  to  participate.  Charleston 
has  also  developed, under  municipal  funding, a  related  local  festival  called  "  Piccolo 
Spoleto, "free  or  inexpensive  programs  on  the  streets,  hospitals,  and  other  accessible 
places.  Other  festivals  have  also  been  developed  throughout  the  years  such  as  the  Mojo 
Festival,  celebrating  black  heritage  in  Charleston,  the  port  of  entry  for  the  slave  trade. 
Volunteers  gain  experience  working  on  these  festivals  year  round. 

In  a  major  address  by  NEA  Chairman,  Frances  Hodsell,  Ms.  Isaacs  reported  emphasis  was 
placed  on  the  purpose  of  the  Test  Program  for  Local  Arts  Agencies,  namely  the  encourage- 
ment of  long-range  planning  and  local  art  agency  cooperation.  She  said  that  Hodsell  noted 
that  planning  is  a  continual,  rather  than  final  process.   In  addition,  she  reported  the 
NEA  anticipates  strengthening  the  training  of  management  and  market  skills  of  arts  agencies 
directors  throughout  the  country.  Mr.  Hodsell  mentioned  that  local  school  boards  should 
be  insisting  on  art  education  in  thier  schoos'  curriculum. 

Ms.  Isaacs  reported  on  remarks  by  Robert  Canon,  Director  of  the  Test  Progreim  for  Local 
Arts  Agencies  at  the  NEA.  Mr.  Cannon  believes  that  San  Francisco  could  be  a  leader  in 
the  area  of  the  artist  live/work  problem,  and  suggested  investigating  this  direction  in 
the  development  of  a  grant. 

Due  to  the  length  of  the  agenda,  Ms.  Isaacs  said  she  would  report  on  other  sessions,  as 
well  as  her  activities  in  Washington,  D.C.  June  10th  through  13th  at  later  meetings.

Visual  Arts  Committee  Report  -  Robert  LaRocca,  Chairperson 

ILWU  Maritime  Strike  50th  Anniversary  Commemoration 

Commissioner  Hanson  reported  to  the  Commission  the  success  that  the  Committee  had  in 
working  on  the  project  with  the  ILWU  and  the  community. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  commented  on  the  pride  he  felt  for  the  Visual  Arts  Committee 
and  the  Coordinator,  Jill  Manton,  and  the  successful  outcome  of  this  art  project  that 
will  commemorate  the  SOth  anniversary  of  the  Maritime  Strike.

The  Co-director  continued  his  Festival  update  and  announced  that  the  August  issue 

of  City  Arts  Magazine  includes  the  entire  Festival  program  and  that  10,000  additional 

copies  will  be  printed  and  sold  for  fifty-cents  apiece  at  the  Festival. 

Poster:  The  printing  company  contracted  to  print  the  poster  will  donate  ten  percent  of  the 

printing  cost  back  to  the  Festival.  The  poster  will  sell  for  $5  or  $10  at  the  festival. 

Promotion: 

Carter  B.  Smith,  A  DJ  from  KSFO,  has  been  helpful  with  the  Festival  and  will  broadcast 

promotion  for  the  Festival.  Mrs.  Swig  inquired  if  KGO  had  been  called  upon  for  PR 

assistance;  Commissioner  Taliaferro  affirmed  they  would  also  assist  with  broadcast 

announcements.  Mrs.  Swig  stated  that  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  call  together  the 

Business  Committee  for  the  Arts  and  give  them  a  preview  of  what's  occurring  at  the 

Festival.  She  suggested  an  afternoon  meeting,  as  well  as  an  invitation  to  the 

Festival  Reception  and  Artists'  Awards  Reception. 

Awards  of  Honor 

The  Mayor  or  one  of  the  Supervisors  will  be  presenting  the  awards  at  the  opening  of 
the  Festival  August  1st. 

State  Local  Partnership  Program  Report  -  Piero  Patri,  Chairperson 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  asked  whether  the  City  or  the  State  should  have  prior  approval 
before  the  Commission  received  the  grant  contract  with  California  Arts  Council  through 
the  Friends  of  the  Arts.  Kathryn  Reasoner,  Program  Coordinator,  cited  that  the 
Program  has  a  precedent  in  last  year's  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  grant  for 
how  this  is  being  approved  through  Resolution,  and  that  the  concern  of  the  CAC  is 
that  the  Resolution  match  the  contract.

She  commended  the  Commissioners  for  the  energy 
they  are  expending  for  the  Cultural  Centers  Programs.  Ms  Bing  concluded  her  statements 
by  saying  the  changes  and  transitions  are  necessary.  The  Cultural  Centers  are  of 
the  future  and  their  development  needs  serious  consideration  and  ^"fich  population  of 
multi-racial  cultural  exchange  has  created  an  important  era  for  everyone  concerned 
with  the  arts. 

Ms.  Bing  introduced  Heinz  Ludke,  President  of  the  Friends  Support  Services  and  the 
new  Director,  James  A.  Kjoivestad.  They  distributed  to  the  Commissioners  a 
personnel  budget  quotation  and  summarized  the  1984-85  fiscal  planning  for  personnel 
for  the  South  of  Market  Cultural  Center. 

Music  Committee  Report  -  Vernon  Alley,  Chairperson 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  reported  that  ticket  sales  are  doing  well  and  that  a  sell-out 
is  expected  for  at  least  two  of  the  performances.   President  Swig  inquired  if  invi- 
tations had  been  mailed  for  the  opening  night  Symphony  reception  and  suggested  send- 
ing invitations  to  the  Business  Committee  for  the  Arts. 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  reported  that  opposed  to  the  figures  published  for  the  cost  of 

the  Urban  Faire  ($737,530)  the  Arts  Commission  Pops  Concerts  and  Arts  Festival  should 
have  a  banner  year.

fU.     OLD  BUSINESS 

Street  artist,  Virginia  Burris  presented  a  petition  to  the  Commission  protesting 
the  Arts  Commission  procedure  on  ascertaining  of  Street  Artists  spaces.  Commissioner 
Taliaferro  told  Ms.  Burris  that  this  issue  was  in  Committee  when  she  was  present 
and  it  was  voted  upon  and  passed  at  that  time.  He  asked  the  Street  Artists  to  let 
the  rule  stand  as  it  is,  for  now,  and  if  there  are  problems  later  it  can  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Committee  and  they  will  consider  changing  the  procedure. 

I.  NEW  BUSINESS 

Ms.  Susan  Montana  of  the  City  Planning  Department  requested  the  Arts  Commission 
support  in  the  Planning  Department's  analysis  and  inventory  of  business  and 
industrial  land  use.  She  stated  that  artists  in  the  South  of  Market  are  having 
difficulty  competing  for  space  with  office  and  business  developments.  An  indepth 
discussion  ensued  on  building  codes  and  artists  needs  and  the  need  for  other 
city  agencies  to  recognize  artists  as  contributing  members  of  this  city's  society. 
Commissioner  Taliaferro  suggested  the  Arts  Commission  invite  all  artists  for  a 
hearing  so  that  the  Commission  can  develop  its  own  recommendations  for  changing 
codes.   In  this  way,  he  suggested,  the  Arts  Commission  will  be  acting  as  advocates 
for  artists  and  other  city  agencies  could  communicate  through  the  Arts  Commission 
rather  than  the  individual  artist.  Mrs.  Swig  affirmed  this  is  what  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  would  like  to  see.  She  suggested  conducting  a  meeting  with  the  artists 
and  a  facilitator.  Director  Isaacs  stated  that  she  would  like  to  see  this  arranged 
so  that  it  meets  criteria  for  one  of  the  National  Endowment  of  the  Arts  grants  and 
suggested  planning  the  meeting  for  September.  Michael  Bell  offered  to  assist  in 
initial  arrangements.  Commissioner  Duncan  suggested  it  be  submitted  to  joint 
Committee  including  the  Theatre  Committee.

II.   DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Claire  Isaacs  reported  that  the  past  weeks  have  been  the 
busiest  time  of  the  year  for  the  Arts  Commission.   The  decision  to 
have  the  POPS  Concerts  and  the  Arts  Festival  dates  overlap  created 
heavy  demands  for  everyone.   She  acknowledged  all  the  staff  for 
the  energy  and  time  expended  for  the  Pops  and  Arts  Festival  produc- 
tions. 

POPS  Concerts

The  Director  reported  that  the  POPS  had  a  successful  season  in  spite 
of  the  low  attendance  for  the  first  three  concerts,  a  result  of  the 
Democratic  Convention,  Ms.  Isaacs  stated  that  she  has  been  in  con- 
tact with  Nancy  Meier  of  Business  Volunteers  for  the  Arts  regarding 
next  year's  POPS.  She  would  like  to  see  more  effort  directed  towards 
group  sales  and  will  request  corporate  executives  to  work  with  the 
Commission  towards  the  goal  of  creating  new  audiences  for  the  POPS. 
She  remarked  that,  in. some  instances  when  invited  guests  were  given 
complimentary  tickets,  they  returned  for  one  or  more  concerts,  pur- 
chasing their  own  tickets.  She  stated  that  a  full  POPS  Concert 
report  will  be  made  at  the  September  Commission  Meeting. 
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DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  (oontinued) 

Director  Isaacs  stated  that,  for  the  first  time,  the  new  budget  will  include  $30,000 
for  the  Registrar's  position  for  the  City  Collection.   Two  Neighborhood  Arts  Program 
positions  (Director  and  Assistant)  will  be  permanent,  line-items  on  the  budget,  appro- 
priated from  the  City's  General  Revenue  fund  instead  of  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  that 
.  necessitates  annual  application.   She  continued  saying  that  this  is  a  victory  for  the 
Arts  Commission  in  view  of  the  fiscal  restraints  the  budget  analyst  advocates.   Also, 
she  stated  the  City  Collection  Registrar  position,  and  the  money  allocated,  will  be 
extremely  important  in  bring  up-to-date  the  long,  unattended  Collection  inventory  and 
records.   She  informed  the  Commission  of  Mr.  Tim  Reiterman's  (  investigative  news 
reporter  for  the  San  Francisco  Examiner)  visits  to  the  Arts  Commission  and  his 
examination  of  the  City  Collection  files.   Ms.  Isaacs  has  been  in  contact  with  the 
City  Attorney's  office  regarding  rights  and  responsibilities  of  the  Arts  Commission 
relative  to  allowing  the  press  to  examine  the  Commission's  Collection  files. 

Artist  Live/tVork  Program 

The  Director  read  to  the  Commission, the  Mayor's  letter  urging  the  Arts  Commission  (at 
the  request  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors)   to  assume  a  leadership  role  in  preserving 
artists'  live/work  spaces  in  the  City.   The  Mayor  urged  the  Arts  Commission  to  involve 
City  Planning  and  Public  Works,  along  with  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Economic 
Development  and  the  City  Attorney  in  this  work.   The  Mayor  has  requested  a  report  be 
sent  to  her  by  December  1st. 

Arts  Festival 

Director  Isaacs  briefly  reported  on  the  Arts  Festival  which  ended  the  day  before.  She 
stated  she  had  received  positive  responses  regarding  the  Festival  and  its  return  to 
Civic  Center  Plaza.   The  Polk  and  Larkin  Halls  exhibits  were  especially  well-received. 
Artists  that  participated  in  the  juried  exhibition  expressed  pleasure  that  their 
exhibits  were  in  Polk  and  Larkin  Halls.   The  outdoor  performances  were  well  received 
also.   Outdoor  crafts  were  of  general  high  quality.  Some  crafts  persons  were  not 
pleased  and  were  present  today  to  voice  their  concerns.  The  Director  continued  on, 
saying  it  was  an  enormous  amount  of  work  coordinating  it  all  with  the  Pops  and  she 
commended  Michael  Bell  for  his  installation  in  Polk  Hall.   She  concluded  her  report 
noting  the  senior  citizens  group  cooperation.   The  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  group,  under 
the  director  of  Ben  Abramovice,  organized  an  exhibition  of  over  300  senior  artists. 
Similar  cooperation  came  from  the  Recreation  Center  for  the  Handicapped. 

III.   PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Joan  Mondale  Visit 

President  Swig  reported  on  Mrs.  Joan  Mondale 's  visit  to  the  Airport,  the  Western 
Addition  Cultural  Center  and  New  Langton  Gallery.   She  stated  that  Mrs.  Mondale, 
a  person  sensitive  to  the  arts,  enjoyed  her  visits  and  was  enthusiastic  about  the 
Airport  Art  Enrichment. 

Fundraising 

Commissioner  Swig  announced  to  the  Commission  that  the  new  year  for  fundraising  has 
begun.  She  reminded  the  Commissioners  that  the  Commission  should  work  very  closely 
with  the  Friends  of  the  Arts  as  far  as  strategy  planning.   She  urged  that  the  Friends 
of  the  Arts  set  up  a  timeline  for  fundraising.   She  continued,  stating  that  the  Arts 
Commission  is  in  a  good  position  right  now,  however,  it's  important  to  stay  on  top  of 
the  fundraising  situation  and  approach  corporations  for  support  before  they  have 
committed  all  their  arts  funds.   Every  Commissioner,  she  said,  will  be  called  upon  to 
go  out  into  the  community  and  solicit  funds  and  support  and  assist  the  Friends  of  the 
Arts  in  fundraising  and  locate  perspective  donors.

President  Swig  inquired  how  many  disabled 
persons  serve  on  their  panel;  if  the  disabled  were  involved  and  participating  in  the 
planning  of  these  exhibitions  and  conferences;  and  what  the  nature  of  the  disabilities 
are  of  those  participating.  Mrs.  Katz  replied  that  there  were  disabled  persons 
involved  and  participating  and  that  their  disabilities  were  diverse.  Mrs.  Katz 
reported  the  disabled  represented  in  this  group  are  the  mentally,  emotionally, 
physically  and  neurologically  handicapped;  the  blind  and  deaf,  and  the  elderly  that 
are  disabled.  Mrs.  Katz  distributed  copies  of  Governor  Deukmejian's  proclamation 
of  recognition  of  the  creative  efforts  of  the  disabled,  proclaiming  the  week  of 
October  7,  1984  as  Disabled  Artists  Week  in  California.   President  Swig  inquired 
if  there  were  profits  and  if  so,  how  they  were  to  be  expended.   Mrs.  Katz  replied 
that  a  book  will  be  published  on  the  disabled  artists  and  their  work;  it  will  include 
a  resource  directory  for  disabled  artists. 

Statement  Regarding  Arts  Commission  Desire  to  Collaborate  for  Care  and  Preservation 
of  Artworks  on  Park  Properties 

Regarding  the  statement,  mailed  to  the  Commissioners  by  Commissioner  Hanson,  she 
invited  the  Commission  to  make  alterations  or  confirm  the  statement  of  the  desire 
of  the  Arts  Commission  for  collaboration  with  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission.

After  Commissioner  Taliaferro  briefed  the  Commission  on  the  violations  of  Terry 

Harms  and  the  events  that  have  taken  place  since  the  last  meeting,  he  reported 

to  the  Commission  that,  upon  advice  of  the  City  Attorney,  the  Committee  will 

revise  its  recommendation  of  a  one-year  certificate  suspension  to  a  suspension 

of  two  months  and  six-weeks,  to  be  served  concurrently.   Mr.  Baluss,  attorney 

representing  Terry  Harms,  replied  that  he  agreed  in  spirit  with  the  recommendation 

but  not  the  dates.  He  stated  the  findings  of  the  Committee  were  allegations 

without  evidence.

State  Local  Partnership  Program  Report  -  Piero  Patri,  Chairperson 

Commissioner  Patri  reported  on  the  joint  committee  meeting  of  the  State/Local  Partner- 
ship and  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  which  focused  on  the  issue  of  artists'  live/work 
space.  He  said  that  the  letter  from  the  Mayor  provides  the  opportunity  for  the  Arts 
Commission  to  take  a  leadership  role  in  focusing  attention  on  this  issue. 

Commissioner  Patri  presented  the  budget  and  outline  of  services  recommended  by 
the  program  committees.   He  expressed  agreement  with  Director  Isaacs  on  the  time 
constraints,  and  requested  that  all  interested  Commissioners  attend  the  next 
meeting  of  the  State/Local  Partnership  Program  Committee  on  August  20th  to  pre- 
pare for  the  Hearing  before  the  Board  on  September  18th. 

Commissioner  Patri  mentioned  that  the  work  outlined  is  particularly  appropriate  for 
the  State/Local  Partnership  Program,  with  its  goal  of  coordinating  city  agencies  on 
behalf  of  the  arts.  He  also  mentioned  that  the  Committee  would  like  to  see  a 
meeting  between  artists  and  developers,  and  that  although  the  Moratorium  was  discussed, 
the  Committee  felt  it  inappropriate  for  the  Commission  to  take  an  official  position 
at  this  time. 

The  Committee  also  discussed  the  visit  to  a  privately-owned  building  at  Spear  and 
Harrison  streets,  which  may  be  available  for  arts-related  use.   Commissioner  Patri 
alluded  to  the  Arts  Commission's  probable  role  as  a  link  with  the  arts  community, 
but  expressed  his  concern  that  the  arts  users  may  not  be  able  to  remain  for  many 
years  on  such  valuable  property. 

Commissioner  Patri  reported  that  the  Fire  Code  Booklet  is  proceeding,  and  is  being 
contracted  to  the  San  Francisco  Study  Center  to  be  ready  in  September. 

Setbacks  in  the  data  collection  process  of  the  Final  Action  Plan  due  to  the  regional 
planning  effort  may  soon  be  resolved.  Commissioner  Patri  reported  that  the  effort 
as  currently  designed  by  the  Bay  Area  Partnership  may  not  meet  our  needs.  He 
expressed  his  concern  that  current  staff  work  load  may  make  completion  of  the  survey 
efforts  by  December  difficult.

Commissioner  Alley  thanked  Commissioners  LaRocca  and  Taliaferro  and  Director  Isaacs  for 
their  efforts  and  assistance  in  the  successful  production  of  the  1984  Pops  Concerts 
Series.  He  said  the  Committee  would  evaluate  the  artists  who  performed  this  year  in 
relation  to  improving  future  Pops.   Mrs.  Swig  inquired  if  discussion  for  1985  Pops 
planning  could  begin  soon,  and  she  mentioned  that  this  year's  brochure  in  which  the 
Pops  shared  publicity  with  the  Symphony,  was  not  as  satisfactory  in  publicizing  the 
Pops  as  she  hoped  it  would  be.   She  would  like  to  have  alternatives  to  this  year's 
brochure  researched  and  discussed.   Commissioner  Taliaferro  added  that  his  sense  of 
the  matter  was  that  the  brochures  were  directed  to  Symphony  audiences  rather  than 
Pops  audiences  nnd  stated  perhaps  the  Audience  Survey  forms  would  indicate  this. 
Commissioner  Alley  said  the  next  month's  Music  Committee  Report  would  have  a  full 
report  on  the  Pops  and  concluded  his  report  by  commending  Arts  Festival  Co-Directors 
Hael  Kobayashi,  Barbara  Vorhees  and  Frank  Pietronigro. 

Civic  Chorale 

Commissioner  Alley  introduced  guests,  past  Commissioner,  Richard  Mayer,  his  wife, 
Mrs.  Margaret  Mayer  and  Winifred  Baker,  Director  of  the  Civic  Chorale.   They  each 
reported  briefly  on  the  recent  activities  of  the  Civic  Chorale.   The  Chorale,  which 
consist  of  fifty-five  singers,  has  just  returned  from  a  tour  of  England.   They 
invited  a  representative  of  the  Commission  to  accompany  the  Civic  Chorale  to  deliver 
a  plaque  to  Mayor  Feinstein  from  the  Mayor  of  Margate.   The  Commission  applauded  the 
Chorale  and  a  taped  segment  was  played  of  their  singing  in  Cambridge. 

Theatre  Committee  Report  -  William  Paterson,  Chairperson 

Commissioner  Paterson  stated  there  was  no  report  and  in  response  to  President  Swig's 
request,  he  stated  there  would  be  a  report  for  the  Commission,  in  September,  on  the 
International  Theatre  Festival. 

Literature  Committee  Report  -  William  Gaylord,  Chairperson 

Commissioner  Gaylord  stated  there  was  no  report  and  informed  President  Swig  he 

would  be  speaking  to  Director  Isaacs  in  regards  to  revival  of  the  Literature  Committee.

Commission  President,  Roselyne  Swig  again  commended  the  Arts  Festival  Co-Directors, 
Frank  Pietronigro,  Hael  Kobayashi,  Barbara  Vorhees  and  the  Assistant  Director  Michael 
Bell  for  their  work  on  the  Arts  Festival  production.

original  ideas  that  were  conceived  in  the  Arts  Commission  Visual  Arts  Committee, 
and  due  to  his  extreme  creativity,  ingenuity  and  energy,  we  have  now  witnessed  a 
rebirth,  and  what  this  Commission  hopes  will  be  a  new  beginning  for  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Arts  Festival." 

MOTION  SUBMITTED  by  Commissioner  Taliaferro;  SECONDED  by  Commissioner  Alley, 
passing  UNANIMOUSLY.

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On  behalf  of  the  Commission,  President  Swig  thanked  the  Festival  Directors  for  the 
Festival  posters  and  T-shirts  distributed  to  them  at  the  beginning  of  the  meeting. 

,  -NEW  BUSINESS 

Guidelines  for  Future  Honored  Programs 

Commissioner  Hanson  reported  she  has  prepared  a  draft  for  guidelines  for  future  awards' 
programs.   She  requested  the  Commissioners  review  their  thoughts  on  this  and  send  in,  or 
present  their  recommendations  at  a  meeting  planned  for  September.   She  requested  input 
for  suggestions  of  participants  and  time  preferences. 

Testimony  Presented  by  Arts  Festival  Crafts  Persons 

President  Swig  called  upon  the  crafts  persons  present  to  present  public  testimony  as 
they  had  requested.   She  asked  them  to  limit  testimony  to  two-to-three  minutes  each. 

Commissioner  Gaylord  said  that  because  some  crafts  persons  had  spoken  to  him  about 
insufficient  promotion  and  publicity  for  the  festival  crafts  component,  he  had  suggested 
they  attend  the  Commission  meeting. 

The  general  concern  of  the  crafts  persons  was  lack  of  sufficient  notice  in  the  print 
media,  notably  the  Sunday  newspapers  in  San  Francisco,  the  need  for  advertising  us 
well  as  publicity,  and  the  omission  of  the  word  "crafts"  from  some  of  the  calendar 
listings  that  were  printed.  Other  concerns  were  .'security,  level  of  staffing,  physical 
layout  and  aesthetic  presentation  and  selection.   Many  felt  they  had  earned  too  little 
to  justify  participation  for  the  fee  charged. 

The  following  individuals  testified:   Denah  Griffiths,  Potter  -  Ms.  Griffiths  submitted 
a  petition  signed  by  fifty-eight  persons.   She  stated  that  if  the  Festival  is  to  continue, 
it  should  be  done  well  or  not  at  all,  and  should  be  commensurate  with  the  reputation  of 
San  Francisco  as  it  is  an  important  city  event.   She  suggested  as  possible  PR  people 
who  could  do  publicity,  the  American  Crafts  Council  and  Goodfellows.   She  cited  security 
as  unprofessional  and  inattentive.   She  thought  that  the  mixture  of  juried  and  non- juried 
entries  was  not  appropriate. 

Diane  Blacker,  Potter  -  Ms.  Blacker  directs  publicity  for  the  Arts  Co-op  in  Berkeley 

and  at  the  Hall  of  Flowers.   She  was  troubled  that  she  had  been  assured  of  more  publicity 

than  she  actually  saw.   She  cited  the  fine  level  of  crafts  at  the  1984  Festival. 

Ann  Goldman,  Potter  -Ms.  Goldman  said  she  had  been  invited  to  ithe  Festival  for  many  years 
and  had  organized  the  potters'  sale  at  the  Hall  of  Flowers.   She  stated  that  many  crafts 
people  were  upset  because  some  of  the  best  crafts  are  produced  in  the  Bay  Area  and  there 
were  too  few  to  see  them.   She  herself  did  a  personal  mailing.   She  commended  Barbara 
Vorhees,  finding  her  cooperative  to  work  with.   Mrs.  Swig  asked  if  the  publicity  were 
increased,  if  she  would  return  and  Ms.  Goldman  replied,  "yes." 

Mamie  Turkel,  Potter  -  Ms.  Turkel  felt  the  space  she  was  given  was  not  properly  repre- 
sented and  found  fault  with  security,  trouble  shooting,  PR  and  the  number  of  the  infor- 
mation telephone. 

Frederick  Key's  testimony  was  presented  by  Ms.  Turkel,  as  he  was  not  present.   In  addition 
to  subjects  already  noted,  it  cited  not  hearing  radio  public  service  announcements,  lack 
of  City  support  (less  than  a  flea  market),  lack  of  preferential  treatment  in  parking  and 
.  other  arrangements,  payment  to  entertainers  but  not  to  crafts  ,  and  raucous  sound  of  the 
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rock  bands.  He  praised  the  security. 

Dick  Lumaghi,  Potter  -  Mr.  Lumaghi  reported  he  first  participated  in  1980  and  made 
only  half  as  much  income  this  year.   He  thoughtthe  Festival  had  a  professional  "sheen" 
but  not  substance,  that  energy  and  excitement  was  misdirected.   He  could  not  place  the 
blame  specifically.  He  would  try  to  participate  again. 

Waltraud  Weber,  Potter  -  Ms.  Weber   .  has  participated  since  1970,  and  stated  she  felt 
the  enthusiasm  has  waned  over  the  last  ten  years;  she  wishes  it  could  be  revived.   She 
remembered  the  Arts  Festival  as  a  showcase  and  foriom  of  quality.   The  crafts  had  then 
allowed  a  crafts  person  to  be  curator  of  the  exhibit.   She  mentioned  the  prestige, 
attraction  of  new  talent,  and  competition,  merit  and  purchase  awards,  solo  and  group 
shows,  and  the  participation  of  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modern  Art  and  local  galleries 
She  feels  it  has  turned  into  a  Fair  like  any  other,  and  that  the  motivations  of  crafts 
people  are  now  dollars,  not  participation.   She  recommended  clarifying  objectives  and 
communicating  them  to  the  public  as  well  as  artists.   She  also  noted  that  in  the  past 
there  was  no  disparity  between  fine  arts  and  the  crafts. 

Barbara  McClintock,  Potter  -  Ms.  McClintock  works  at  the  De Young  Institute  and  docs 
publicity.  Her  rage  was  tempered  by  hope,  and  felt  that  others  had  already  expressed 
the  grievances  she  had.  She  recommended  that  the  PR  budget  be  large  enough  for  full -page 
ads.   She  liked  the  poster  and  recommended  that  free,  small  versions  be  given  to  partici- 
pants to  mail  to  their  own  lists  and  for  posting. 

Stephan,  expressed  interest  in  poster  design  and  the  encouragement  of  all  Bay  Area 
artists  to  compete,  perhpas  chosen  by  the  Mayor.   He  recommended  tours  by  docents  for 
the  Festival. 

Mrs.  Swig  closed  with  an  assurance  that  the  Arts  Commission  will  take  all  the  information 
heard  into  consideration  during  the  planning  stages  for  the  1985  Arts  Festival.

Tlie 
meeting  was  called  to  order  at  3:20  p.m.  by  Commissioner  Ray 
Taliaferro  in  the  absence  of  President  Swig, and  Vice  President 
Vedensky' s  late  arrival.

II.  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT:  No  Report 

III.  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

Director  Isaacs  began  by  reporting  to  the  Commission  that  certain 
facts  have  emerged  from  the  1984  Arts  Festival  Co-Director's  and 
staff  reports  and  public  feedback  that  will  be  taken  into  consid- 
eration for  the  1985  Arts  Festival  planning.  Firstly,  the 
returning  the  Festival  to  Civic  Center  was  a  very  successful  move 
and  future  Festivals  should  remain  there.  Secondly,  the  consensus 
was  that  the  use  of  the  Civic  Auditorium  was  a  good  idea,  although 
coordinating  with  the  Pops  and  maintaining  security  presented 
some  problems  that  were  resolved.  The  Director  continued  saying 
that  there  was  high  praise  for  the  juried  art  selection,  Michael 
Bell's  installation  and  the  California  Arts  Council  Artist  in 
Residence  work.  The  holography  exhibit  and  the  second-floor 
poetry  reading  attracted  large  audiences  and  was  very  successful . 
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The  outdoor  performing  arts  were  reported  as  being  generally  good.  Director  Isaacs 
reported.   There  was  some  criticism  of  the  Rock  Music  scheduling.  The  increased 
number  of  performances  was  a  great  addition  as  it  evolved  into  an  Arts  Festival 
rather  than  just  being  an  "art  festival."  It's  been  decided  that  all  performers 
should  be  paid  honorarium.   Director  Isaacs  stated  that  some  visual  artists  argued 
that  they  paid  to  participate  where  the  performers  did  not.  The  Director  reported 
she  had  written  to  Artists  Equity  and  stated  the  position  that  the  performing 
artists  have  only  forty-five  minutes  in  which  to  present  their  performances  and  the 
artists  have  tangible  products  that  can  be  purchased. 

In  regard  to  the  crafts'  sales,  the  Director  stated  that  some  of  the  criticism  voiced 
at  the  August  Coimliission  Meeting  was  well-founded  and  others  were  exaggcrntod.   She 
continued  by  saying,  the  staff  is  more  aware  now  and  will  take  a  long  look  at  the  type 
of  crafts  to  be  exhibited  in  future  festivals.   The  suggestion  by  the  Art  Gallery,  for 
a  juried  craft  exhibition  will  be  considered  next  year  and  the  Director  suggested, 
perhaps  the  Arts  Commission  should  be  looking  for  crafts  of  the  highest  quality  rather 
than  having  various  craft  artists  (that  are  frequently  seen  in  other  San  Francisco 
exhibits,  festivals  and  faires) ,  and  who  expect  publicity  and  commercial  returns  for 
their  participation  in  the  Festival.   The  sculpture  garden  was  also  successful  and 
Director  Isaacs  stated  there  was  space  enough  for  more  sculpture.   Tlie  Satellite 
exhibits  were  successful  and  she  remarked  about  the  unfortunate  theft  at  the  Pride 
Center  satellite  exhibit  and  the  need,  in  the  future,  to  remind  the  satellites  to  be 
expecially  aware  of  security  risks. 

The  Director  stated  that  financially,  the  deficit  for  the  1984  Arts  Festival  is  under 
$.S,000,  as  opposed  to  1983' s  $38,000  deficit.   For  next  year's  Festival,  she  continued, 
the  Arts  Commission  will  have  to  take  a  long  look  at  financing,  as  this  year's  festival 
was  assisted  by  much  goodwill.   She  stated  that  next  year's  Festival  will  require 
better  graphics,  signage,  and  banners.   There  will  be  a  need  for  more  clarity,  clean- 
liness and  security.   She  informed  the  Commission  that  a  meeting  for  the  Business 
Committee  for  the  Arts  is  being  planned  for  September  25th,  with  the  hope  of  coordin- 
ating this  Committee  to  assist  in  support  for  the  Arts  Commission's  programs  such  as 
the  Arts  Festival. 

In  response  to  the  Director's  report  on  the  performing  artists.  Commissioner  Alley 
remarked  that  the  interruption  of  the  young  musical  artists'  rock  group  performance 
was  unfortunate  because  it  was  a  great  effort  for  them  to  transport  their  equipment  to 
Civic  Center.   Director  Isaacs  replied  that  next  year  more  attention  will  be  given 
to  avoid  scheduling  music  events  during  Civic  Center  business  hours. 

Administrative  Action:   Director  Isaacs  will  send  a  letter  of  apology  to  the  Rock 

Group  whose  performance  was  interrupted  due  to  their  music 
interferring  with  neighboring  businesses. 

Pops  Concerts 

The  Director  again  thanked  all  the  Commission  for  their  work  and  assistance  with  the 
Pops  production.  She  further  stated  that  she  has  received  many  unsolicited  praises 
and  that  this  year's  Pops  season  was,  artistically,  an  outstanding  one.  A  full  report 
will  be  made  at  the  October  Commission  Meeting  after  the  Music  Committee  meets  this 
month.   She  reported  that  the  approximate  gross  take  should  be  $120,000.  She  also 
remarked  that  the  Civic  Auditorium  personnel  were  very  cooperative  and  great  to  work 
with  and  that  she  anticipates  continued  successes  with  future  Pops  Concerts. 
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City  Art  Collection 

The  Director  informed  the  Commission  that  she  thought  the  article  on  the  City 
Collection  was  less  negative  than  expected.   In  regards  to  the  article  on  City  Sculpture, 
a  complete  inventory  and  condition  report  must  be  made  before  any  serious  conservation 
program  may  begin.  The  Director  then  read,  to  the  Commission,  a  letter  from  John 
Taylor,  Clerk  of  the  Board,  at  the  initiative  of  Supervisor  Wendy  Neldor.   This 
letter  requests  the  Arts  Commission  and  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  comments  on 
the  conditions  and  restoration  processes  that  might  be  currently  ordered.   The 
letter  also  informed  us  that  Supervisor  Nelder  has  requested  hearings  to  evaluate 
the  condition  of  San  Francisco's  outdoor  bronze  statuary  and  possible  ways  to  fund 
restoration.   Director  Isaacs  stated  she  is  happy  to  have  this  communication  from 
the  Board  of  Supervisor's  office  indicating  to  the  Arts  Commission,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  are  concerned  and  aware  of  the  problems  that  exist  and  that  costs,  necessary 
for  conservation,  will  have  to  be  allocated. 

At  this  point.  Commissioner  Taliaferro  stated  he  wished  to  have  public  record  reflect 
that,  as  opposed  to  Mr.  Reiterman's  statements  in  the  Examiner's  article,  the  Arts 
Commission  has  been  aware  of  the  need  for  conservation  work  and  that  although  funds 
were  limited,  the  following  are  some  of  the  significant  pieces  that  were  restored  by 
the  Arts  Commission:  The  Benjamin  Franklin  Statue  -  Washington  Square  Park  (a  time 
capsule,  inserted  in  a  large  drum  was  placed  beneath  the  statue  upon  completion  of 
the  restoration);  The  Buddha  Statue  -  Japanese  Tea  Garden  in  Golden  Gate  Park;  The  Verdi 
Bust  -  (for  the  Verdi  Centennial)  Golden  Gate  Park;  and  the  Kingsbury  Eagle  at  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital.   Commissioner  Taliaferro  futher  stated  that  the  Arts 
Commission  would,  of  course,  see  that  all  the  sculpture  is  maintained  and  restored 
if  the  funds  for  doing  so  were  available.   In  regards  to  Mr.  Reiterman's  article, 
Commissioner  Taliaferro  requested  to  have  the  following  factual  corrections  in  his 
article  on  record:   1)   Regarding  the  burned  and  unrepaired  Robert  Loberg  art  work, 
the  Commissioner  stated  at  the  time  of  the  Gallery  fire,  the  artist  Robert  Loberg  was 
consulted  about  repairing  the  artwork  and  he  said  it  could  not  be  repaired;  2)   a 
1943  Mission  Woodblock  by  Martin  Snipper  -  the  Arts  Commission  Collection  never 
possessed  a  Martin  Snipper  work  of  art.   The  article  stated  it  was  acquired  at  the 
1943  Art  Festival .   Commissioner  Taliaferro  informed  the  meeting  there  were  no  Festivals 
for  the  years  1937  through  1946.   3)   The  Elio  Benvenuto  art  piece  was  indeed  stolen, 
but  not  from  the  Arts  Commission  responsibility;  it  was  stolen  from  the  Strybing 
Arboretum  in  Golden  Gate  Park.   In  conclusion.  Commissioner  Taliaferro  stated  the 
Arts  Commission  was  not  negligent  in  their  responsibility  and  in  the  past,  when  the 
Commission  was  able  to  secure  funds,  the  work  was  done.  Commissioner  Rodriguez 
inquired  if  the  Examiner  could  be  made  to  print  a  retraction.   Commissioner  Taliaferro 
replied  that  the  Examiner  would  not  but  he  is  preparing  a  full  report  on  the  Arts 
Commission  work  on  City  sculpture  to  be  sent  to  the  reporter  Tim  Reiterman.   Director 
Isaacs  stated  that  the  report  will  be  welcomed,  in  the  event  a  future  hearing  is  called. 

The  Director  concluded  her  report  by  informing  the  Commission  that  because  of  Supervisor 
Molinari's  advocacy,  the  $30,000  budget  for  the  City  Collection  has  been  secured  and 
that  the  process  for  hiring  a  Registrar  for  the  care  and  inventory  of  the  City  Collection 
is  now  in  progress.   She  stated  that  when  the  Arts  Commission  has  a  Registrar,  the 
first  step  taken,  after  the  inventory  is  completed,  will  be  the  making  up  of  condition 
reports  and  prioritizing  the  work  that  needs  to  be  done  on  the  Collection.   Director 
Isaacs  then  requested  Michael  Bell  to  report  his  findings  on  the  Art  Collection  storage 
space  situation. 

Assistant  Director  Michael  Bell  reported  he  has  been  with  Matthew  Ashe  of  the  City 
Real  Estate  office  investigating  warehouse  storage  sites  for  the  City  Collection. 
Upon  entering  the  existing  warehouse  at  Pier  70  he  discovered  that  the  warehouse  has 
been  satisfactorily  cleaned  and  is  now  empty  of  objects  from  the  salvage  business 
operating  on  other  floors.  Bids  are  now  being  accepted  for  a  floor- to-ceiling  cyclone 
fence  with  an  eight-foot  gate  (with  three  keys)  to  secure  the  storage  area.  The  cost 
will  be  $1,500.

State/Local  Partnership  Program  Committee  -  Piero  Patri,  Chairperson 

Commissioner  Patri  reported  to  the  Commission  that  Commissioner  Jo  Hanson  has  been 
elected  Vice-Chair  of  the  State/Local  Committee  by  consensus  and  that  Commissioner 
Gaylord  has  been  invited  on  the  Committee.   Commissioner  Patri  informed  the  meeting 
that  he  and  Director  Isaacs  will  be  meeting  with  various  city  departments  on  Friday, 
September  7th  to  discuss  the  Mayor's  Live/Work  report  and  their  role  in  the  upcoming 
Hearing  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors.

Ms.  Madden  reported  to  the  Commission  what  has  been  occurring  the  past  year  in  the 
State/Local  Partnership  Program,  relative  to  the  arts  and  education.  A  year  ago, 
she  stated,  an  advisory  committee  was  formed  and  consisted  of  people  who  could  pro- 
vide arts  to  the  school  system.   Because  funding  was  cut  several  years  ago,  there 
has  been  no  provision  for  arts  education,  mainly  because  there  is  no  longer  an  arts 
coordinator  for  the  school  district.   The  first  chore  of  this  Committee,  Ms.  Madden 
continued,  was  to  meet  with  the  School  District  associate  and  area  superintendents 
and  principals,  and  to  inform  them  what  is  available  to  them  in  terms  of  programs 
that  can  be  brought  into  the  schools  and  other  programs  that  take  students  out  of  the 
schools  for  performances.   She  reported  that  one  positive  result  from  these  meetings 
was  that  the  school  Board  has  agreed  to  put  together  an  Arts  Resource  Booklet  for 
teachers.  Ms.  Madden,  at  this  point,  emphasized  the  Advisory  Committee's  role  is 
that  of  advocacy  for  the  arts  to  be  made  available  to  school  children,  not  to  infringe  up- 
on the  school  district's  curriculum  dictates.  A  large  meeting  is  being  planned  for 
this  month  to  speak  with  arts  educators  and  artists  and  administrators  about  the 
role  of  arts  in  education.   Ms.  Madden  concluded  her  report  by  stating  that  the  long- 
range  goal  of  the  Advisory  Committee  is  to  form  a  body,  or  work  with  an  existing  body, 
for  arts  education  funding  in  the  schools.   Commissioner  Gaylord  inquired  of  Ms.  Madden, 
if  within  this  goal  of  Arts  and  Education  for  the  schools  if  literature  could  be  included. 
He  stated  he  would  like  to  see  some  type  of  literature  contest  or  competition  organized. 
Ms.  Madden  affirmed  and  concurred. 

At  3:50  p.m..  Commissioner  Taliaferro  turned  over  the  meeting  to  Vice  President  Dmitri 
Vedensky,  who  arrived  late. 

Civic  Design  Committee  Report  -  Dmitri  Vedensky,  Chairperson 

Commissioner  Vedensky  reported  that  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, expressly  Supervisor  Carol  Ruth  Silver, regarding  the  United  Nations  Plazn 
light  standards  replacement.   The  letter  stated  the  Board  suggested  replacing  the 
lights  with  those  traditional  light  standards  on  Market  Street.  Commissioner  Vedensky 
stated  that  he  has  replied  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  this  subject  was  discussed 
in  Committee  and  they  feel  that  the  proposal  to  replace  the  existing  standards,  with 
those  on  Market  Street  present  some  very  severe  aesthetic  faults: 
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COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

Civic  Design  Committee  Report  (continued) 

1)  the  "Path  of  Gold,"  on  Market  Street  is  a  very  strong  design  statement  and  if  they 
were  brought  up  into  the  United  Nations  Plaza,  doing  so  would  diminish  the  Market  Street 
design;  2)  if  the  light  standards  were  changed  in  the  United  Nations  Mall,  which  is 
designed  into  Peace  in  the  Plaza  and  fountain,  then  that  leaves  the  light  standard 
design  alien  to  the  Plaza  and  fountain.   Commissioner  Vcdcnsky  then  stated  if  the  light 
standards  are  to  be  changed,  then  everything  in  the  Mall  should  be  changed. 

Visual  Arts  Committee  Report  -  Robert  LaRocca,  Chairperson 

Commissioner  LaRocca  announced  that  after  many  months  of  deliberation,  four  finalists 
have  been  selected  to  produce  maquettcs  for  the  Father  Alfred  BoedekkerPark  (formerly 
Central  City  Park).   Two  of  the  four  finalists  will  be  selected  to  produce  the 
commission  at  two  different  sites  within  the  park.

In  response  to  the  request  to 
see  architect's  plans,  program  coordinator,  .Till  Manton  presented  the  drawings 
for  the  Commission's  viewing  and  discussion.

The  Arts  Commission  Business  Committee  was  an  exciting  accomplish- 
ment. President  Swig  announced  to  the  meeting  that  there  is  now 
a  full  group  of  Business  and  Corporate  folk  to  work  with  Friends 
of  the  Arts  to  assist  the  Arts  Commission  in  their  endeavors. 
She  also  mentioned  how  impressed  she  was,  and  how  fortunate  the 
Arts  Commission  is  to  have  as  members  of  the  Business  Committee, 
Dave  Wisnom  of  Crocker  Bank  who  is  extremely  enthusiastic,  and 
Bob  Bradford,  Senior  Vice  President  of  Safeway.  Hal  Kaufman, 
Friends  o'f  the  Arts,  organized  the  meeting  and  gave  a  very 
impressive  and  solid  presentation.  The  President  also  reported 
that  Arthur  Dettner  of  Dettner  Printing  has  agreed  to  do  the 
Arts  Commission  stationery  printing.

director  Isaacs  thanked  all  the  Commissioners  for  their  participation  in  the  party  in  her 
iionor  at  Commissioner  Hanson's  home.  She  announced  that  last  year's  goals  were  to  raise 
the  level  of  staff,  budget  and  programs  at  the  Arts  Commission,  and  that  this  year's  goal 
will  be  to  improve  performance  and  quality,  and  to  strengthen  what  has  been  accomplished 
this  past  year. 

College  Arts  Programs 

The  Director  reported  that  she  has  been  approached  by  Hilary  Hsu  of  City  College  relative 
to  college  arts  programs  and  the  Arts  Commission.   The  Director  also  reported  she  has 
met  with  Dean  August  Coppola  and  some  of  his  staff  at  San  Francisco  State  University  re- 
garding possible  internship  for  students  there  to  work,  for  credit,  with  the  Arts  Commission 
in  such  programs  as  the  Art  in  Public  Places  Programs,  the  Gallery  and  to  assist  with  the 
Pops. 

Business  Committee  for  the  Arts 

Director  Isaacs  stated  she  was  pleased  with  the  staff  response  to  a  request  for  a 
wishlist  for  in-kind  items  ;        the  list  (which  was  pared  down  from  twelve  pages) 
reflects  and  makes  a  statement  of  and  about  the  needs  of  the  Arts  Commission.   The 
Director  said  she  is  hopeful  the  Business  Committee  may  be  able  to  obtain  and  provide  some 
of  the  items  and  services  on  the  list. 

Artist  Live/Work  Space  Meeting 

This  meeting,  reported  Director  Isaacs,  which  took  place  on  September  18th  at  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  Planning  of  Housing  and  Development  Department;  was  well-attended  and 
exciting.   State/Local  coordinator,  Kathryn  Reasoner  and  Assistant  Director  Michael 
Bell  were  acknowledged  by  the  Director  for  their  work  on  the  planning  of  this  successful 
meeting.

n.      COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

Theatre  Committee  Report  -  William  Paterson  Chairperson 

Mr.  Paterson  introduced  Robert  Martin,  Director  of  the  Eureka  Theatre  and  co-coordinator 
of  the  upcoming  1986  International  Theatre  Festival.   This  Festival  is  being  held  in 
conjunction  with  the  40th  anniversary  of  the  signing  of  the  United  Nations  Charter. 
San  Francisco  has  been  chosen  as  one  of  two  host  cities.   One  of  the  very  unique  and 
special  activities  they  are  working  to  accomplish,  is  to  bring  a  major  theatre  company 
from  the  Peoples  Republic  of  China  and  the  Soviet  Union.  Although  Mr.  Martin  has  received 
a  small  grant  from  the  Gerbode  Foundation  to  assist  in  the  early  stages  of  this  project, 
he  reported  that  as  in  areas  of  the  arts,  money  is  the  main  consideration.  Unless  this 
Festival  of  Theatre  has  the  full  support  of  not  only  the  entire  arts  community,  but  also 
the  business,  international  and  political  communities,  it  will  not  succeed.   Mr.  Martin 
reported  he  has  approached  Roger  Boas'  office  and  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  to  request  San 
Francisco  be  a  major  sponsor  for  this  1986  International  Festival.  He  plans  to  visit 
the  Mayor  and  request  that  San  Francisco  be  a  dominant  contributer.   He  requested  the 
Commission  write  a  letter  of  support,  encouraging  the  Mayor  to  agree  to  this  request. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  inquired  what  the  relationship  between  Theatre  of  Nations  and 
UNESCO  is.  Mr.  Martin  replied  that  UNESCO  is  not  directly  involved,  but  because  this 
organization  is  involved  with  international  theatre  they  are  anxious  to  see  it  succeed. 
UNESCO  is  not  politically  involved  with  the  Festival  and  if  the  United  States  withdraws 
from  UNESCO,  Theatre  of  Nations  would  not  be  jeopardized.   President  Swig  reminded  Mr. 
Martin  that  the  major  weakness  in  this  undertaking  would  be  housing  and  financing  the 
visiting  performers  when  they  are  in  this  country.  Mr.  Martin  replied  that  he  is  in 
contact  with  individual  theatre  groups  and  they  are  working  on  this  aspect  and  expect 
to  host  performing  groups  of  about  six  to  thirty-five  performers.   Commissioner  Vedensky 
stated  that  the  Mayor  may  be  more  receptive  to  a  request  of  support  from  city  funds  if 
there  were  some  money  pledged  from  the  private  sector  of  the  city.  The  following 
resolution  was  moved  for  adoption.

WHEREAS,  in  order  to  plan,  coordinate  and  successfully  produce  a  quality  program 
at  the  least  expense  and  with  most  net  revenue,  additional  staffing  is 
required,  therefore  be  it 

RESOVLED,  that  this  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Commission 
to  develop  an  appropriate  position  description  for  a  half-time  consultant  of  Pops 
Coordinator,  endorses  in  principle  the  concept  of  hiring  such  coordinator,  and 
authorizes  the  Director  to  solicit  resumes  for  said  work,  such  consultant  to  be 
paid  from  Pops  Concerts  series  revenues." 

MOTION  SUBMITTED  by  Commissioner  Vernon  Alley;  SECONDED  by  Commissioner  Vedensky, 
passing  UNANIMOUSLY. 

Discussion 

Commission  President  Swig  stated  her  concern  about  the  marketing  of  the  Pops  Concerts 
and  suggested  that  a  marketing  person  from  the  Business  Committee  be  invited  to  sit  in 
on  a  Music  Committee  Meeting  and  share  their  expertise  for  increasing  Pops  revenue. 
Another  topic  of  concern  that  Commissioner  Alley  discussed  was  the  financial  agreement 
with  the  jy.mphony.   In  the  original  agreement,  he  stated,  the  risk  factor  was  to  be 
shared.   President  Swig  replied  that  normally  this  would  not  be  a  problem  and  stated  this 
is  why  it's  important  to  have  a  Business  Committee  consultant  assist  with  the  marketing 
of  the  Pops  and  to  increase  revenue.   President  Swig  also  encouraged  the  Music  Committee 
to  solicit  corporations  to  purchase  blocks  of  tickets,  now  while  they  are  budgeting  for 
1985;  these  types  of  sales  may  offset  some  of  the  Pops  expenses  for  1985.  Director 
Isaacs  concurred  and  stated  she  is  in  contact  with  Business  Volunteers  for  the  Arts.   A 
seperate  mailer  for  the  Pops,  rather  than  sharing  with  the  Symphony,  will  be  investigated 
for  the  1985  Pops  Season. 

Finance  Committee  Meeting  Report  -  Jacqueline  Nemerovski,  Chairperson 

Arts  Festival 

Director  Isaacs  stated  that  she  has  doubts  whether  the  Arts  Commission  should  continue 
producing  an  Arts  Festival,  as  it  becomes  increasingly  difficult  to  produce  the  Festival 
with  lack  of  adequate  funds.  The  Arts  Commission  will  try  for  one  more  year  and  therefore, 
she  requested  the  Commission  to  pass  a  resolution  authorizing  the  hire  of  Frank  Pietronigro. 
She  informed  the  Commission  that  Frank  has  directed  three  major  San  Francisco  festivals, 
has  good  community  contacts  and  cares  deeply  for,  and  is  committed  to  San  Francisco. 
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The  Director  also  stated  that  Frank  has  developed  real  leadership  and  will,  provide 
continuity,  that  was  lacking  in  this  year's  Festival.  Much  was  learned  from  the  1984 
Festival  and, the  Director  continued,  the  Festival  could  be  improved  by  extending  satellites, 
having  an  artists  parade,  and  the  forming  of  an  Arts  Festival  sub-committee.  The 
following  resolution  was  moved  for  adoption. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  1984-320;   Authorizing  Director  to  Hire  Frank  Pietronigro  as  1985  Arts 

Festival  Director 

WHEREAS,   the  39th  Annual  Arts  Festival  dates  have  been  set  for  July  26th-28th, 

1985,  with  indoor  exhibits  to  begin  July  13th,  in  the  Civic  Center;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  San  Francisco  Arts  Festival  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Arts 
Commission  each  year;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  planning  stage  for  the  39th  Annual  Arts  Festival  needs  to  begin 
within  the  next  thirty  days;  and 

WHEREAS,   in  order  to  successfully  plan  the  event  it  is  in  our  interest  to 

secure  services  of  a  Festival  Director  immediately;  therefore  be.it 

RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  Cultural  Affairs 
to  hire  Frank  Pietronigro  in  the  position  of  Festival  Director  at  the 
project  rate  of  $14,000  commencing  as  soon  as  possible  and  extending 
through  September  30th,  1985  to  be  paid  from  revenues  allocated  in  the 
annual  General  Fund  appropriation. 

MOTION  SUBMITTED  by  Commissioner  Nemerovski;  SECONDED  by  Commissioner  LaRocca, 
passing  UNANIMOUSLY. 

Commissioner  Nemerovski  reported  that  the  Finance  Committee  is  taking  a  look  at  the 
way  funds  are  allocated  and  the  Committee  is  searching  for  new  and  different  methods 
of  handling  allocations.   In  reply  to  President  Swig's  query.  Commissioner  Nemerovski 
stated  that  the  Friends  of  the  Arts  no  longer  wish  to  be  involved  in  the  process  of 
allocating  funds  for  various  reasons  that  were  discussed.   President  Swig  suggested 
that  Loren  Bausch  be  invited  to  sit  in  on  a  Committee  Meeting  and  share  his  expertise 
with  the  Committee.   Director  Isaacs  added  that,  for  the  record,  with  the  exception 
of  the  Chevron  Grant  of  $25,000  that  was  not  designated,  a  large  majority  of  the 
money  received  is  now  designated  for  specific  programs. 

State/Local  Partnership  Program  Report  -  Piero  Patri,  Chairperson 

In  Commissioner  Patri 's  absence  Program  Director,  Kathryn  Reasoner  presented  the  report. 
Ms.  Reasoner  updated  the  Commission  on  the  Artists'  Live/Work  Space  Meeting  and  the 
session  following  in  which  representatives  of  seven  city  departments,  and  concerned 
members  of  the  arts  community  presented  testimony.   Ms.  Reasoner  reported  that  it  was 
a  successful  meeting  in  which  there  was  unanimous  attention  and  support  gained  from 
members  of  the  Planning,  Housing  and  Development  Committee  and  the  meeting  raised 
the  Board  of  Supervisors'  consciousness  on  the  issues.   She  also  reported  that  the 
Commission  is  currently  in  the  process  of  searching  for  consultant  for  the  program. 
Commissioner  Nemerovski  inquired  df  sufficient  funds  were  forthcoming  from  the  Mayor's 
office  for  this  project.  Director  Isaacs  replied  that  an  $8,500  supplemental  appro- 
priation has  been  signed  by  the  Mayor. 

Director  Isaacs  also  added  that  one  of  the  points  impressed  at  this  important  meeting 
on  artists  live/work  space  was  the  justification  of  city  involvement,  specifically 
that  San  Francisco  doesn't  want  to  just  house  visiting  artists  since,  historically, 
San  Francisco  is  noted  for  its  sensitivity  to  artists. 
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State/Local  Partnership  Committee  Report  (continued) 

1985  Arts  Advocates  National  Conference 

President  Swig  reported  that  the  Arts  Advocates  National  Conference  in  Washington  D.C. 
will  be  meeting  in  conjunction  with  Congress  May  19th,  20th  and  21st,  1985.   She 
would  like  to  see  a  community  representative  from  San  Francisco  attend  and  testify. 

President  Swig  and  the  Director  Isaacs  reported  in  detail  the  meeting  with  Charlene  Hardy, 
chairperson  for  the  Publicity  and  Advertising  Fund  Advisory  Group.  This  meeting  clarified 
the  group's  guidelines  that  supports  and  sustains  community  arts  groups  that  have  a  proven 
history  of  success.   They  do  not  fund  city  agencies. 

Arts  Agencies  Seminar 

Ms.  Reasoner  reported  that  she  and  Director  Isaacs  attended  the  Arts  Agencies  Seminar, 
dealing  with  City  Agencies,  September  25th.   This  seminar  was  co-hosted  by  the  Arts 
Commission  and  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, and  was  a  first,  considered /vSry^successful  by 
those  who  attended.  Ms.  Reasoner  stated  that  it  has  been  an  exciting  month  for  informing 
and  involving  city  officials  about  the  Arts  Commission  and  the  arts  community;   they 
are  gaining  a  more  positive  attitude  about  the  Commission,  the  artists  and  art  conscious- 
ness in  San  Francisco. 

Ms.  Reasoner  concluded  her  report  by  inviting  the  Commissioners  to  the  Bay  Area  Lawyers 
for  the  Arts,  "Candidates  Night,"  at  Project  Artaud,  October  2nd.   The  event  will  include 
local,  state  and  national  candidates  fielding  questions  on  arts  issues. 

Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Committee  Report  -  Timothy  Duncan,  Chairperson 

Commissioner  Duncan  announced  that  on  October  23rd  at  3:00  p.m.  there  will  be  a 
Roundtable  Meeting  on  the  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  at  the  Ballet  Building.   He  also 
reported  that  he  has  sent  a  letter  to  two  of  the  cultural  centers  requesting  they  comply 
with  legal  requirements  ,and  send  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding  attachments  to  the 
Commission.

After  welcoming  all  present  to  the  November  meeting,  President  Swig 
announced  that  James  Shennan,  President  of  S  &  0  Consultants  has 
notified  her  that  their  design  of  the  Arts  Commission  logo  has  won 
an  award  from  the  prestigious  and  well  known  Art  Directors  Club  of 
New  York.  Mr.  Shennen  sent  duplicate  award  certificates  to  the 
President,  The  Arts  Commission  Director  and  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein.

President  Swig  reported  she  plans  to  arrange  a  meeting  with  Eugene  Friend,  President 
of  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  and  the  Director  of  that  Department,  Tom  Malloy, 
to  discuss  cultural  facilities  policy  in  San  Francisco  relative  to  the  recent  article 
on  the  proposed  South  of  Market  Gallery,  and  its  possible  conflict  and/or  duplication 
of  effort  with  the  Arts  Commission  South  of  Market  Cultural  Center. 

Literature  Committee 

The  President  announced,  for  Commissioner  Gaylord  who  is  in  the  hospital  for  approximately 
one  week,  that  ideas  and  activities  for  the  expansion  of  the  Literature  Committee  are 
being  considered  and  Commissioner  input  of  ideas  is  invited. 

UN  Plaza/Frank  Lucas 

After  one  year's  negotiation,  a  Department  of  Public  Works  permit  has  been  granted  for 
sculpture  to  be  exhibited  in  front  of  the  Frank  Lucas  building  (at  his  own  expense)  on 
United  Nations  Plaza.   Each  artist  whose  sculpture  is  exhibited  there  will  receive 
$1,500  honorarium;  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  will  curate  and  administer  the  program. 
Visual  Arts  Committee  coordinator,  Ms.  Manton,  reported  the  Richard  Mayer  sculpture 
(formerly  in  front  of  the  Civic  Center  Branch  of  the  Public  Library)  is  the  first 
sculpture  Mr.  Lucas  has  requested  to  exhibit.   Commissioner  Patri  inquired  if  this 
program  will  set  precedent  for  other  developers  and  building  owners.   Ms.  Manton 
affirmed  and  stated  now  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  procedures  are  set, 
future  sculpture  placement  will  be  more  expedient.   Ms.  Manton  also  recommended  the 
Arts  Commission  or  Friends  of  the  Arts  receive  a  small  donation  for  the  administration 
and  curation  services  provided.   Commissioner  Nemerovski  inquired  about  a  press  release 
and  was  informed  the  releases  will  be  published  as  soon  as  the  second  sculpture  is 
selected. 

President  Swig  concluded  her  report  reminding  the  meeting  of  Commissioner  Patri 's  party 
on  behalf  of  City  Celebration  on  November  20th,  Tuesday. 

DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  | 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  in  the  event  Proposition  36  passes,  Mayor  Feinstein  has     ■ 
forewarneoall  City  departments  and  their  Directors  there  will  be  an  immediate  freeze     f 
on  hiring  and  expenditures  until  a  thorough  assessment  is  done  on  each  department.   The 
major  effect  would  be  on  the  1985-86  budget.   The  Director  informed  the  Commission  that 
the  receptionist  position  has  been  filled  by  Rosa  Mariscal  and  she  will  begin  work 
November  19th.  And,  in  the  event  propositon  36  fails,  the  hiring  process  will  soon 
begin  for  the  Registrar's  position.   The  eligibility  list  has  recently  been  published. 
On  this  topic,  the  Director  stated  that  since  the  recent  documenting  of  the  collection 
by  Ms.  Kazalia,  and  the  loan  of  the  City's  art  work  to  other  Departments,  much  goodwill 
has  been  generated  for  the  Arts  Commission. 

Gallery 

The  Director  encouraged  all  Commissioners  and  staff  attend  the  small  reception  at  the 
Gallery,  following  the  meeting.   This  reception,  she  continued,  is  planned  to  enable 
Commissioners,  staff  and  the  Business  Committee  for  the  Arts  to  become  better  acquainted 
with  the  Gallery  Advisory  Board.   Also,  Director  Isaacs  reported  she  has  enjoined  the 
Gallery  to  remove  the  political  and  controversial  nuclear  freeze  sign  from  the  wall  of 
the  Gallery.   This  sign  was  not  approved  for  public  display  by  the  Commission's  Visual 
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Holocaust  Sculpture  Memorial 

The  Holocaust  Memorial  dedication  will  be  held  November  7th  at  3:30  p.m.  at  Lincoln  Park. 
The  artist,  George  Segal  and  Mr.  Janus  will  be  in  attendance. 

Artist  Live/Work 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  a  resolution  will  be  adopted  during  the  Finance  Committee 
Report  authorizing  emplo3nnent  of  Barbara  Kibbe  as  the  consultant  for  the  Artist  Live/ 
Work  Space  project  in  San  Francisco.   Ms.  Kibbe  has  an  outstanding  legal  background  and 
an  impressive  work  history  in  New  York  and  the  Bay  Area. 

Press  Room  Mural 

The  Director  informed  the  Commission  that  although  the  Press  Room  mural  has  been  played 
up  in  the  press  with  jest,  she  reminded  the  Commission  that  there  are  serious  issues 
at  stake:   1)  is  the  Press  Room  City  Property?  and  2)  has  there  been  compliance  with 
art  in  public  places  state  law?  The  City  Attorney  has  not,  as  yet,  contacted  the 
Director  with  his  decision  on  this  issue. 

Staff  Goals 

The  Arts  Commission  staff  is  currently  meeting  regularly  to  develop  goals  and  a  mission 
statement.   The  Director  reported  that  during  her  participation  in  the  Senior  Management 
seminar  series,  the  idea  emerged  that  more  time  needs  to  be  expended  clarifying  goals. 
She  stated  that  the  work  load,  as  it  is,  necessitates  clarity  and  knowledge  of  the 
relationship  between  the  different  Arts  Commission  programs  and  their  operations,  among 
the  staff.   Another  result  expected  from  these  meetings  will  be  the  determining  where 
the  Commission  is  now,  and  how  the  Charter  is  implemented  in  1984,  as  opposed  to  the 
time  of  the  Arts  Commission  inception. 

Awards  of  Honor  Meeting 

The  Awards  of  Honor  meeting  to  be  chaired  by  Commissioner  Hanson  will  be  held  on  Monday, 
November  19th  at  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  465  California  Street  at  4:00  p.m.   The 
Business  Committee  for  the  Arts  are  being  invited  and  all  CoBmiissioners  are  being  mailed 
an  agenda  and  are  encouraged  to  attend. 

Publicity  and  Public  Relations 

At  the  Director's  invitation.  Assistant  Director  Michael  Bell  reported  on  the  recent 
mailing  of  his  six-page  press  coverage  report  that  lists  names  and  dates  of  publications 
that  contain  mention  of  the  Arts  Commission.   The  Assistant  Director  said  this  is  good 
documentation  for  future  reference  and  it  also  reflects  the  Arts  Commission  actual 
achievements.   The  Director  stated  that  this  list  is  also  noteworthy  as  being  a  fine 
example  of  the  enoirmous  amount  of  publicity  that's  been  generated  for  the  Arts  Commission 
without  aid  of  a  public  relations  representative.

Commission  President  Swig  requested  Friends  of  the  Arts  Director,  Mary  Killion  present 
a  monthly  update  or  report  on  Friends  of  the  Arts  projects,  plans  and  activities.

Program  Director  Anne  Marie  Theilen  reported  on  the  October  23rd  Roundtable  meeting.   She 
distributed  the  NAP  financial  statement  included  in  the  program  report  of  which  two  hundred 
were  mailed.   Ms.  Theilen  invited  questions  and  stated  the  program  is  proceeding  with  this 
years  plans  and  welcomed  any  ideas  or  comments.   President  Swig  commended  the  NAP  Round- 
table  presentation  and  the  informational  materials  provided  there.   She  stated  she  would 
like  to  see  the  program  expanded  and  perhaps  see  a  list  devised  of  special  interest  groups 
that  the  program  can  be  brought  to,  i.e.  foundation  groups,  persons  in  the  private  sector 
and  also  other  departments  within  City  government.   Commissioner  LaRocca,  looking  towards 
the  future,  commented  exciting  it  would  be  to  have  Roundtable  discussions,  such  as  the 
recent  NAP  Rountable  televised  for  public  viewing.   Through  this  medium,  he  concluded, 
the  audience  spectrum  would  vastly  increase  and  change. 

State/Local  Partnership  Program  Report  -  Piero  Patri,  Chair 

Commissioner  Patri  reported  on  the  recent  selection  of  consultant  Barbara  Kibbe.   He 
briefly  reported  on  the  subjects  of  the  program  report  distributed  at  the  beginning  of 
the  meeting,  by  Kathryn  Reasoner,  Program  Coordinator.   Ms.  Reasoner  reported  on  her 
interview  by  John  Rozack  of  KQED,  on  the  Arts  Commission's  involvement  for  a  segment  on 
Artists'  Evictions  in  San  Francisco  that  will  be  viewed  on  Channel  9  at  7:55  p.m.  on 
November  8,  12,  17  and  18th. 

Commission  President  Swig  announced  to  the  meeting  of  the  compliment  to  San  Francisco  she 
recently  learned  of.   In  a  report  of  Dr.  Gerald  Froin  of  the  McArthur  Foundation  in 
Chicago,  he  points  San  Francisco  out  as  being  a  city  particularly  unique  in  contributing 
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I 


to  the  artists  community  and  states  that  San  Francisco  is  a  highly  sensitized  community, 
politically,  in  working  to  address  major  issues  concerning  artists.   The  President  stated 
that  she  would  like  those  who  have  been  involved  in  these  artists'  issues  to  consider 
attending  and/or  participating  in  the  American  Council  of  the  Arts  Conference  in  Washington 
D.C.  in  May  1985.   She  also  stated  that  she  would  like  the  Commission  to  be  thinking  of  ways 
to  subsidize  or  underwrite  expenses  for  individuals  who  would  not  normally  attend  and  who 
could  benefit  and/or  contribute  to  this  conference.   She  encouraged  the  Commissioners  to 
be  talking  to  the  Mayor  on  this  issue;  it's  going  to  be  a  National  issue  and  the  American 
Council  for  the  Arts  is  the  only  group  that  is  addressing  these  matters.   The  more  the 
Commission  is  involved,  she  concluded,  the  more  the  Arts  Commission  will  be  playing  a  major 
role  in  effecting  changes. 

Street  Artist  Program  Committee  Report  -  Ray  Taliaferro,  Chair 

Program  Director  Howard  Lazar  reported  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  have  approved  the 
seventy  extra  downtown  spaces  for  street  artists  during  the  holidays.   There  will  be  four, 
permanent  spaces  added  for  year-round  permit.   At  the  President's  urging,  Mr.  Lazar  reported 
on  the  letter  from  a  tourist /customer  of  a  street  artist,  commending  the  artist 'swork  and 
the  level  of  integrity  of  the  service.   The  customer  had  received  a  letter  from  the  artist 
inquiring  if  the  product  she  had  purchased  was  still  in  good  repair  and  invited  questions 
and  comments  from  the  customer.   Mr.  Lazar  remarked  that  this  is  the  kind  of  professionalism 
that  the  Street  Artist  Program  likes  to  have  reflected  in  their  artists.   President  Swig 
suggested  that  the  Visitors  and  Tourists  Bureau  be  sent  a  copy  of  the  letter. 

Music  Committee  Report  -  Vernon  Alley,  Chair 

In  Commissioner  Alley's  absence.  Director  Isaacs  distributed  and  reported, at  length,  on 
the  minutes  of  the  October  23rd  Music  Committee  Meeting,  and  the  Pops  Concert  1984  Revenue 
Expenditure  Report.   The  Director  stated  that  approximately  $72,332  was  the  Arts  Commission 
profit  from  the  1984  Pops  series.   The  proceeds  are  lower  than  1983  due  to  increase  in 
expenses  and  the  low  attendance  opening  night  due  to  the  Democratic  Convention.   The  Directo: 
has  requested  more  frequent  and  detailed  accounting  reports  from  the  Symphony,  for  future 
concerts.   The  Director  informed  the  Commission  she  has  interviewed  a  number  of  candidates 
for  the  consultant's  position  for  the  Pops  and  is  still  searching  for  the  right  candidate. 
The  dates  for  the  1985  Pops  series  are  July  13th  through  August  1st  and  the  Committee  has 
begun  discussion  about  1985  artists.   The  Pops  Survey  has  been  published  and  at  the  request 
of  Commissioner  Nemerovski,  copies  for  each  Commissioner  will  be  requested  from  J.  Walter 
Thompson,  the  Publisher.   The  cost  of  the  survey  was  $5,000  for  the  compiling  and  printing; 
the  labor  and  professional  work  was  donated  by  Mr.  Thompson.   President  Swig  suggested  he 
be  acknowledged  at  the  1985  opening  concert. 

In  response  to  Commissioner  Nemerovski 's  inquiry.  Director  Isaacs  stated  that  thirty  to 
forty  thousand  dollars  is  kept  on  hand  at  the  onset  of  Pops  production  due  to  the  opening 
being  so  close  to  the  end  of  the  City's  fiscal  year. 

The  1985  Arts  Festival  dates  have  been  set  for  July  26th  through  28th.   The  indoor  exhibits 
at  Polk  and  Larkin  Halls  to  begin  July  19th  to  coincide  with  the  Pops  Concerts. 

Literature  Committee  -  William  Gaylord,  Chair 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  Commissioner  Gaylord  and  she  are  exploring  a  literary  arts 
contest  for  high  school  students. 

Theatre  Committee  -  William  Paterson,  Chair 

Director  Isaacs  reported  on  her  meeting  with  Bob  Martin  of  Eureka  Theatre  regarding  the  pro- 
posed 1986  International  Theatre  Festival.   A  budget  and  their  approach  to  the  Mayor  to 
request  her  support  was  the  topic  of  that  meeting.

Current  Projects  Completed 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  the  past  month  as  been  fulfilling 
in  that  the  Commission  has  completed  two  major  projects.   The  Simon 
Bolivar  sculpture  has  been  erected  in  United  Nations  Plaza.   It 
appears  to  have  public  approval  and  the  Mayor  is  pleased  with  the 
sculpture  and  its  placement.   The  dedication  is  scheduled  for  Thursday 
November  6th  at  10:00  a.m.;  a  state  dinner  that  evening,  honoring  the 
President  of  Venezuela  whose  country  is  responsible  for  the  sculpture 
being  given  to  San  Francisco. 

Roger  Barr's  Skygate  is  the  sculpture  selected  by  Johnson  and  Higgins 
for  the  Pier  39  waterfront  project.  The  Director  stated  her  sense  is 
that  this  sculpture  will  be  particularly  popular  in  San  Francisco. 

Neighborhood  Cultural  Centers 

Director  Isaacs  updated  the  Commission  on  Neighborhood  Arts  Program 
Director,  Anne  Marie  Theilen's  recuperation.   Ms.  Theilen  has  been 
transferred  to  French  Hospital  and  is  even  working  at  her  bedside.

Artist  Live/Work  Space  Project 

Director  Isaacs  introduced  Ms.  Barbara  Kibbe,  consultant  for  the  Artist  Live /Work  Space 
Project.   At  the  outset  of  Ms.  Kibbe 's  report,  she  invited  Commissioners  to  share  their 
thoughts  on  this  issue  and  stated  she  is  gathering  material  for  the  Mayor's  report 
deadline  of  February  15th.   She  distributed  the  map  of  artists  live/work  space  prepared 
by  Michael  Bell  and  remarked  to  the  Commission  that  they  take  note,  per  the  map,   that   I 
artists  do  not  live  primarily  South  of  Market  Street.   Ms.  Kibbe  further  reported  she  is 
planning  a  telephone  poll  of  artists  that  will  determine:   1)  current  living  situations; 
2)  whether  artists  are  content  with  their  current  situation;  3)  what  are  their  unmfet 
needs  and  concerns;  and  4)  to  learn  what  are  artists'  understanding  of  the  live/work 
laws  and  whether  or  not  they  know  their  legal  rights.   The  results  of  this  telephone 
poll  will  be  coordinated  and  published  by  Urban  &  Rural  Systems  Associates  who  are 
experts  in  survey  instruments.   Ms.  Kibbe  is  also  working,  she  continued,  with  enthusiasti 
community  groups  on  this  poll.

Ms.  Kibbe  further  reported  that  the  major  phase  of  this  project  is  her  interfacing  with  ot 
City  departments  and  agencies  who  are  interested  and  cooperative.   Meetings  with  these 
departments  will  commence  December  7th.   One  issue  Ms.  Kibbe  voiced  concern  about  was  the 
artists  favor  of  the  principal  of  rent  control  and  she  feels  it  may  ultimately  result 
in  fewer  live/work  spaces.   Additionally,  Ms.  Kibbe  is  researching  information  through- 
out the  country  on  this  subject  and  that  of  technical  assistance  providers  in  the       fl 
area  of  finance.   Ms.  Kibbe  concluded  her  report  stating  that  one  of  her  final  recommen- 
dations will  be  theeducating  artists  as  to  what  and  how  they  can  improve  their  own  live/ 
work  space  situation. 

Fire  Code  Booklet 

Kathryn  Reasoner  reported  the  booklet  is  progressing  and  a  final  draft  form  is  anticipated 
by  the  end  of  the  month. 

San  Francisco  Foundation 

A  letter  from  the  Director  and  Meg  Madden,  State/Local  Advisory  Board  Chair,  was  sent  to 
John  Kriedler  of  the  S.F.  Foundation  regarding  the  arts  community's  interest  in  seeing 
that  Artsfacts  II  focuses  on  current  needs  of  the  arts  community.   They  have  proposed 
that  Artsfacts  II  collect  more  data  than  the  previous  Arts  Facts,  to  offer  material      J 
for  an  analysis  for  an  impact  study  and  facilities  assessment.  • 

Ms.  Reasoner  reported  that  the  Hotel  Tax  fund  has  voted  unanimously  to  support  an 
economic  impact  study  for  the  arts;  letters  of  support  have  been  received  from  major 
arts  service  organizations. 

Copies  of  Mr.  Twitchell's  proposed  guidelines  for  the  process  of  implementing  the 
Percent  for  Art/Downtown  Plan  are  being  forwarded  to  the  members  of  the  Visual  Arts 
and  Civic  Design  Committees  for  review. 
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Neighborhood  Arts  Program  Report  -  Timothy  Duncan,  Chair 

Ms.  Bongolan  reported  that  the  Program  is  working  with  and  Rene  Castro 

of  the  Mission  Grafica  to  develop  a  design  for  a  California  Arts  Council  Artist-in- 
Residence  map  to  be  distributed  in  January.   Local  newspapers  are  being  considered 
to  include  it  as  a  pull-out,  in  January. 

Memorandums  of  Understanding  are  progressing  and  problems  will  need  to  be  resolved  in 
the  next  four  months  before  they  are  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.   Ms.  Bongolan 
also  reported  on  the  progress  of  the  cultural  centers'  renovation  program.   Director 
Isaacs  reported  that  the  Western  Addition  is  having  a  benefit  December  13th,  14th,  15th 
and  16th;  all  Commissioners  are  invited  to  attend  and  support  this  cultural  center  by 
attending  this  musical  and  drama  event.   The  Director  informed  the  Commission  that  she 
had  learned  from  Mr.  Leonard  McBride  that  all  the  instruments  to  be  used  in  this  per- 
formance have  been  stolen  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  maintain  opening  plans. 

Arts  Festival  Report 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  this  Committee  held  its  first  meeting  November  29th. 
Issues  discussed  were  the  direction  the  festival  committee  is  currently  taking,  the 
economic  realities,  as  opposed  to  the  quality  of  Festival  the  Committee  wants  to 
produce,  and  the  problems  and  possibilities  of  the  1985  Festival.   The  Committee  will 
be  meeting  again  the  following  week. 

Music  Committee  Report  -  Vernon  Alley,  Chair 

Commissioner  Alley  reported  briefly  on  the  Music  Committee  Meeting  Minutes  that  were 
distributed  at  the  beginning  of  the  meeting.   Potential  performers  for  the  1985  POPS 
season  and  the  Audience  Survey  are  currently  being  discussed.   Continuing,  Commissioner 
Alley  stated  that  the  Audience  Survey  reflects  evidence  that  younger  audiences  need 
to  be  developed  and  the  need  to  attract  younger  audiences  without  losing  the  traditional 
and  loyal  POPS  fans.   Another  item  reflected  in  the  survey  was  the  dissatisfaction  with 
the  food  and  food  service.   Commissioner  Alley  announced  that  Ms.  Veronica  Jorgenson, 
a  Business  Volunteer  for  the  Arts  is  going  to  be  assisting  the  Director  with  group 
sales.   Commissioner  Alley  announced  that  Mr.  Dennis  Rumsey  has  been  selected  as  the 
POSP  Consultant  for  the  1985  Season  and  he  reported  to  the  Commission,  Mr.  Rumsey's 
impressive  background  in  theatre  and  box  office  production.   The  following  resolution 
was  adopted. 

RESOLUTION  NO.  1984-363:   Authorization  for  the  Director  to  Enter  Into  Contract 

with  Dennis  Rumsey 

"RESOLVED,  that  this  Commission  does  hereby  authorize  the  Director  of  Cultural 
Affairs  to  enter  into  contract  with  Mr.  Dennis  Rumsey  for  the  amount  of  $12,000.00 
from  the  Public  Arts  Fund  to  provide  expert  professional  assistance  and  consultation 
in  the  planning,  selection  of  programs,  pre-production  and  production  of  the  San 
Francisco  Symphony  POPS  series  produced  by  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission, 
to  be  held  in  July  and  August  of  1985." 

MOTION  SUBMITTED  BY  Commissioner  Vernon  Alley;  SECONDED  by  Commissioner 
Hanson,  passing  UNAl^IMOUSLY. 

NEW  BUSINESS 

Commissioner  Vedensky  requested  the  Commission  to  think  about  and  to  encourage  City 
Departments  to  formulate  a  long-range  design  process  for  the  Market  Street  Planning 
Project,  instead  of  these  departments  judging  each  separate  phase  of  ai project  on  its 
own  design  merit,  keeping  in  mind  past  situations  with  other  design  projects  in  the  City. 
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NEW  BUSINESS  (continued) 

The  Art  Enrichment  committees  are  going  to  encourage  this  policy  to  be  set. 

Broadcasting  Arts  Museum 

Commissioner  Taliaferro  reported,  at  a  recent  luncheon  commemorating  his  eighteen 
years  in  broadcasting,  he  took  the  opportunity  to  share  with  his  contemporaries, 
a  long-time  dream  of  creating  a  broadcasting  arts  museum  in  San  Francisco.   This 
idea  was  quickly  accepted  and  is  now  close  to  becoming  a  reality.   This  museum  will 
contain  all  radio  and  video  tape,  documenting  every  significant  event  since  1930' s. 
Commissioner  Taliaferro  highlighted  the  plans  and  location  for  this  proposed  museum 
that  will  be  incorporated  as  a  non-profit  organization  at  the  end  of  December.   He 
concluded  his  presentation  stating  his  hope  is  this  museum  will  act  as  a  public 
relations  "arm"  for  all  San  Francisco  broadcasting  stations  and  it  is  unique  in  that 
it  will  be  one  of  only  two  broadcasting  museums  in  the  nation.   In  January  he  will 
request  the  Commission  to  adopt  a  resolution  of  encouragement  for  this  museum. 

VIII.  OLD  BUSINESS 

Press  Room  Mural 

Director  Isaacs  reported  that  the  City  Attorney  has  reached  his  decision  regarding 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Press  Room  in  City  Hall.   The  Press  Room  mural  is  to  be 
considered  a  work  of  art  within  the  meaning  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  it  is 
within  the  Arts  Commission  responsibility  to  see  that  further  damage  is  prevented. 

Embarcadero  Freeway/Transit 

Director  Isaacs  reported  to  the  Commission  that  at  the  Mayor's  staff  meeting,  that 
morning,  the  future  of  the  Embarcadero  Freeway  was  discussed.   The  general  consensus 
of  the  Mayor's  staff  at  that  meeting  V7as  for  the  demolition  of  the  freeway.   The 
Commissioners  discussed  the  impact  on  traffice  this  would  create  and  the  alternative, 
which  is  a  boulevard,  similar  to  the  one  in  Chicago  along  Lake  Michigan.   The  Director 
concluded  this  report  stating  she  realized  this  was  not  within  the  Arts  Commission 
realm  of  business  but  that  the  Mayor  was  inviting  ideas  and  suggestions. 

Annaul  Election  of  the  Arts  Commission  Presidency 

Commissioner  Vedensky  requested  the  Commissioners  to  be  thinking  of  possibly  formally 
rotating  the  Commission  office  of  President,  or  perhaps,  some  alternative  to  the 
existing  procedure.   In  January,  officers  are  elected  and  this  item  will  be  discussed. 
A  brief  discussion  ensued  and  Library  Commission  President,  Edward  Callanan  described 
the  Library's  method  of  rotation. 

January  Commission  Retreat 

In  response  to  Commissioner  Hanson's  inquiry.  Director  Isaacs  stated  that  the  subject 
matter  for  the  Commission  Retreat  will  be  decided  by  polling  the  Commission  for  topics 
and  that  a  sub-committee  will  be  formed  next  month  for  the  planning. 

Lew  Christiansen  Memorial 

In  conclusion.  Vice  President  Vedensky  announced  the  San  Francisco  Ballet  Memorial  for 
Mr.  Christiansen  was  to  be  held  that  evening  at  6:00  p.m.  at  the  Opera  House. 

IX.   ADJOURNTiENT 

There  being  no  further  business  this  meeting  adjourned  at  5:15  p.m.
